ADDRESS TO STUDENTS. 

Wuartver may be said of Medicine as an art, Medicine 
as a science—or congeries of sciences—is, undoubtedly, pro- 
gressive. From no point of view is this more strikingly 
apparent than that occupied by the student standing at the 
threshold of his curriculum ; or by those who year after year 
scan the prospect in his behalf, and try to bring what light 
and counsel experience and sympathy may suggest to bear 
on his path. Each twelvemonth adds something to the 
tale of work, and the time allotted for its accomplishment is 
not lengthened. It is true that certain branches of know- 
ledge, until recently comprised in the medical course, are now 
supposed to have been mastered before professional study 
begins ; but these subjects have been crowded back by the 
pressure of new requirements, and the business in prospect 
is not redueed. 

It must be ever thus with an enterprise which has nature for 
its range, while the span of human life is the measure of man’s 
opportunity. The field is boundless; the effort is limited. 
The utmost a zealous explorer can do is to push forward a 
few leagues in advance of those who have gone before him. 
The only way others coming after can profit by his labours 
is by tracking the path he trod with less than his difficulty, 
and so saving time and strength for the new work 
beyond. Every fresh comer must begin where those before 
him began, instructed by what they have achieved, en- 
couraged by their triumphs, warned by their errors. And 
if he hopes to command success and perhaps win some honour 
for his name, he must not only overtake, but outstrip the 
many toiling around and in advance of him. 

Considerations such as these mark the character of the un- 
dertaking that dawns on the student in all its immensity and 
ruggedness to-day, and which, misconceived, may well daunt 
the modest purpose of an earnest but untrained mind brought 
suddenly to face a mountain of work, seemingly impracticable. 
Able and intelligent young men are occasionally scared by 
the first outlook, and to this discomfiture must be ascribed 
some of the moet regrettable mistakes made at the com- 
mencement of a medical career, and possibly not discovered 
until the time to mend the error is past, so that it can never 
be retrieved. 

It is generally too late to recall the choice of a profession 
when the student for the first time realises, or fancies he can 
grasp, the full extent of the task he has taken upon himself, 
and to which he stands engaged. Either he has not the 
option, or he laeks the courage, to retire. Dismayed at the 
very portal, he first hesitates, then loiters, until it becomes 
impossible to enter by his own effort, and he must be 
carried through by the help of others; or, faint-hearted 
and faltering at every onward step, he seems to court, and 
finally encounters, a fall. A false start too often makes a 
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an erroneous impression, as to the kind of work to be done, the 
method of setting about it, the mental effort necessary, the 
energy required, the burden that will be imposed on time and 
industry. Appalled or bewildered by the magnitude of the 
feat to be accomplished, the student dallies with duty, and 
postpones exertion. He is more to be pitied than blamed. 
Evil counsellors, misleading examples of seeming success 
secured by sinister or unmanly devices, beset him on every 
side. Feeble-minded folk, who, having done a silly thing 
themselves take pleasure in seducing others to commit the 
like folly, lie in wait for him. He yields to the fear of work, 
and in his lack of self-confidence resolves to reach the goal 
by some royal road. He will put off the evil day, and when 
the thing must be done do it as others before him. This is the 
medical student’s first peril, and let him be assured it marks 
a turning-point. It is from a false step at this stage we are 
most anxious to save him. 

Education and knowledge are essentially different qualities. 
They may be predicated of the same individual, or either 
attributed alone. A man may be well-educated and yet 
know little of any subject. In that case he will probably be 
apt to learn, and, under judicious guidance, or sometimes by 
sheer force of intelligence and industry, search out the 
knowledge he needs. On the other hand, he may have ac- 
cumulated a multitude of facts, thrown together or loosely 
connected; he may have mastered enough book lore and 
general or special knowledge to make a creditable show 
at the examination table; and yet be so ill-educated that 
what he knows will count for nothing in the serious and 
practical business of life awaiting him. The tendency of 
the educational system now in the ascendancy—backed by 
a complementary method of examining which tests the 
extent rather than the depth and thoroughness of a candi- 
date’s attainments—is to set a false value upon memory and 
to misrepresent its uses. In real life it is seldom so im- 
portant what a man happens to recollect as what he has 
some time made his own and can easily recall. The orderly 
man of business does not burden his pockets with a bulky 
correspondence ; his letters, after being read and ticketed, 
are put carefully away. The secret of his success lies in the 
fact that he knows what to look for and where to find it 
when wanted. The well-advised student will think less of 
the examinations he must undergo than of the work in which 
he will to have to engage when these episodes in his career 
are past and forgotten. If he strives to prepare himself for 
the greater ordeal, he need have no fear of the lesser; if he 
is too much er.grossed with the nearer and smaller object, it 
is more than possible he will fail in regard to both. 

One of the earliest lessons the student will learn in the 
department of physiology is that every organ grows by use, 
and, if unduly exercised, will probably attain unnatural 
and disorderly proportions. He will not be long in recog- 
nising the cognate fact that when any part of the organism 
is thus monstrously developed it consumes more than its 
own share of the nutriment available for the body as a 
whole, and some one, or it may be several, of the other 
organs will suffer from the deprivation, and may even 
waste for want. These principles of growth and sustenance 
are also applicable to the mind. If any one faculty of 
the intellectual system is taxed and cultivated beyond

use, and becomes enfeebled. The man who is always remem- 
bering, seldom thinks. He may produce out of his treasure- 
bag old things and new, but they are facts or fancies—perhaps 
fallacies—he has previously put away, and they come to light 
pretty much as he buried them. The mind of such a being, 
be he book-worm or busy collector, will be a wonderful 
curiosity-shop, and he may pass for a profound and recondite 
philosopher; but there is no laboratory work going on within- 
He picks up knowledge ready-made, and, like the dispenser 
who obtains his drugs prepared and labelled, he has no use 
for the botany and chemistry indispensable to the apothe- 
cary who collects and compounds his own simples. 

This single-power method of pursuing the so-called study 
of science, in which memory plays the leading and almost 
the only part, is the worst possible training for practical 
work. By cultivating the memory we seem to acquire 
facility in taking up facts. After a while an enlarged capacity 
rewards, and in a certain way relieves, the toil of the 
learner, who, by putting high-pressure on his attention, 
“ reading hard,” and “ pegging into it,” succeeds in covering 
a wide range of subjects—as the lens of a photographic 
camera covers an extensive landscape,—and, so to say, taking 
a rapid mental picture of the whole. The picture is fixed, for 
the time at least. It can be called up, and—what some persons 
think even more important—exhibited, at will ; but the man 
who has accomplished this intellectual feat is not, in any real 
sense of the term, a student —just as the photographer 
is not an artist. Test him rigorously and closely—not by a 
few show questions and hackneyed experiments—in respect to 
any of the subjects so impressed on memory, and of all that 
may be represented by such words as form, light, shade, 
colour, and quality, he will possibly be found as ignorant as the 
professor of portraiture whose knowledge of art is limited 
to a practical acquaintance with the approved manner of 
manipulating a collodion plate and focussing a sitter. If 
the subject studied in this fashion—with the aid of a sensitive 
mental prospect-glass and what is called “a good memory”— 
be physiology or anatomy, the “student” will no more 
become a physiologist or anatomist than the artificer who 
mounts his specimens or the useful tradesman who supplies 
him with bones. It is not in this way the treasures of 
science are to be appropriated. Dame Nature is a stern 
disciplinarian, and those who wish to be taken into her con- 
fidence and win her secrets must dig out the hard facts by 
sober, plodding industry, and learn to assort and piece them 
together for themselves. 

Let us deal with this matter a little more in detail; it is 
germane to the purpose and work of student-life from 
beginning to end, and, for the help it may give, is worth the 
trouble of mastering. The business before you is great, but 
not greater than may be effected with pleasure ‘and con- 
fidence. It will try your ability and perseverance, but not 
too severely. The branches of knowledge in which you must 
attain some proficiency are numerous, but they are so linked 
together by obvious connexions—throwing light on each of 
the subjects brought into relation,—that every one helps to 
explain the others, and all are simplified by being grouped. 

For a time, in the study of medicine, as of every specialty in 


natural science, the learner will seem to grope in the dark, 
storing up facts of which he can hardly perceive the worth. 
Have patience; not a particle is without its value; the use 
will appear presently. The faculty the medical student will 
be first called to exercise is observation. He will do wisely 
to cultivate this special form of intelligerce at once ; it will 
always constitute his chief and often his only divining rod 
in the search for truth in science. All the greatest dis- 
coveries have been made with the simplest agents and the 
lowest powers. Happily the faculty of observation is one 
the student can begin to use with advantage the first hour 
of his new career, and it may so happen that something he 
observes—a case, a symptom, a pathological appearance—for 
the moment unintelligible, will come back to him a score of 
years afterwards, and supply the clue to some enigma which, 
but for the help thus rendered, might have remained un- 
solved. Ply this talisman of the ancient philosophers with 
ali the zeal and reverence the vast historic work it has 
accomplished should inspire. 

What is observation? It is not a prying, réstless 
curiosity. It has nothing in common with the im- 
patient, almost peevish, quest for causes and “ reasons 
why” known as a “ thirst for knowledge,” often more use- 
fully quenched with a cooling draught than an over-dose of 
information. Feverish anxiety to get to the bottom of 
everything—a delirium of industry—is a bad form of energy, 
and frequently issues in exhaustion and disgust. The feat 
is found impracticable, and the beginner falls back breath- 
less and weary, before the work is well in hand. To observe 
calmly, steadily, carefully, gleaning all that may be gleaned, 
examining and re-examining the smallest fact learnt, is an 
art which each man must perfect for himself. The instant 
and ceaseless exercise of this function will be the main 
business, and should be the chief concern, of the student’s 
early days in the dissecting-room, the laboratory, the out- 
patient room, the casualty ward, and by the bedside of the 
cases he is privileged to observe. Nothing will astonish the 
wisely-observant man more than the stock of knowledge he 
has accumulated in six months with scarcely appreciable 
effort, if the practice of intelligent observation is persistently 
carried out. Let him, however, remember one point of 
cardinal importance, which marks a rock whereon 
many good intentions have suffered shipwreck : observation 
is safe and successful because it deals exclusively with facts. 
It is the study of facts—it knows nothing of theories except 
those which facts teach. 

If the student has the wit to form a habit of sound practical 
observation, he will hardly need to be told that no one of the 
so-called “sciences” set down for study is superfluous, 
or may be safely treated with neglect. Every object in 
nature is endowed with an infinite variety of qualities, which, 
in fact, compose it, and together make up the phenomenon 
observed. The several branches or departments of science 
grouped under the generic term “medicine” are so many 
phases of the effort to examine the object or phenomenon all 
round. In studying the sciences you are learning the various 
methods of observing, from each necessary standpoint, in 
detail. And the great advantage of grouping these sciences, 
as you will find them grouped, is, that while learning the 
methods, you are at the same moment studying the facts.

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than seek to read in advance, although the more mature 
student may sometimes prefer to prepare the subject of a 
lecture before he hears it expounded. It is no use trying to 
fix a lesson in the memoty. Give what is learnt the 
qualities of indelibility, and it will not be effaced. Make the 
impression clear, strong, well-defined, as a graver chisels 
the characters deeply on the plate before him, and there will 
be little fear of its being rubbed out. 

A good or a bad memory is a good or bad understanding. 
The faculty of recollection, or the power of recalling 
a piece of knowledge when it happens to be wanted, is 
chiefly a matter of method. It is useless throwing de- 
tached facts into the mind like loose pebbles into the 
sea. That is the way to lose them. Each point must be 
studied in detail, and when this is done, a host of sub- 
sidiary facts and conditions will be discovered connecting it to 
other matters of memory with which it should be habitually 
associated. These secondary qualities and properties form 
the strings of thought by which Nature has ordained 
that the lessons she teaches shall be re-collected. Artificial 
memories are miserable substitutes for the natural con- 
necting links of knowledge thus provided. If, instead of 
wasting precious time and equally precious brain-power, 
“driving” things into his memory, the student will devote 
an equal amount of energy to the full and exact compre- 
hension of his work—for example, the facts and circum- 
stances that determine the number, shape, and direction of 
the ridges on a bone or the foramina by which it is 
perforatel, the course and relations of an artery, the 
number and distribution of the branches it gives off— 
he will not only have the subject fixed more permanently, 
but he will acquire so much collateral information in this 
natural process of study, that presently he will find him- 
self making unexpected progress. In short, it is good 
policy to leave the contingency of remembering alone, 
and to concentrate the whole attention on the present 
duty of learning, with the warning consciousness that 
nothing is really learnt which is not thoroughly understood. 

So much it seemed well to say on the subject of preparation. 
A word, in conclusion, with regard to the object in view and 
the future towards which all this toil, and weariness, is tending. 
You are hereafter to enter the service of Humanity, and do 
battle with the subtlest, the deadliest, and sooner or later 
the one invincible, of its foes. You will be required to meet 
the enemy in manifold and mysterious guises: physical, 
psychical; material, mental. You will need to be provided 
with every weapon, skilled in all strategy and divers forms 
of tactics, and to be armed cap-d-pie for the conflict. The 
armoury lies before you. As you pass through, furnishing 
and training, receiving the counsel and taking the instruc- 
tions of those who have fought and won in many an encounter, 
never forget the respect due to their achievements or the 
sublime purpose of the warfare in which you also will soon 
be engaged. No nobler, no more benevolent, mission can 
engross the mind of man than this struggle to protect and 
prolong life—threatened by hydra-headed and treacherous 
powers arrayed against it from the first throb of the 
heart to the final pulse-beat and the last breath. Nor 
is it alone as warriors you will oppose the progress of 
disease. It will be your province to teach men how to live, 





and preserve the health—losing which they must speedily 
die. With one hand you will ward off the enemy, with the 
other you will sustain the life assailed. 

No words can be needed, no mere words would suffice, 
to set forth the magnitude of the undertaking and 
the responsibilities you are about to share, the ex- 
ceeding gravity of the personal obligations to be im- 
posed, the solid satisfaction that will attend their honour- 
able and successful discharge. It must be taken for 
granted that, as men resolved to win credit and deserve 
success, you have chosen this profession of medicine, 
not merely as a career but as an enterprise with deep- 
laid and earnest intent; and that you will carry it 
forward courageously, with self-sacrifice if need be, un- 
daunted to the end. Youth is the age of stirring thoughts, 
and high inspiriting forecasts. If there be no enthusiasm, 
no bright hope of the future, in the minds of men commenc- 
ing a life such as that which lies before you, the soul must 
be irresolute, and the heart cold. Let no doubt darken the 
outlook. The obstacles that strew the path of the student 
are many, but the incentives to press forward and overcome 
them are more numerous and more considerable. There will 
be much to interest, and sweeten labour, by the way. Keep 
the goal steadily in view. The progress will then be worthy 
of the end. A good objectin life inspires a man with honour, 
truth, and benevolence ; it moves him with sympathy and 
kindness towards those around him. The whole being, 
intellectual and moral, is energised and elevated by the 
Ideal it worships—towards which it works. “ LaBoraRE EST 
Orare—Work 1s Worsuip.” 
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GENERAL COUNCIL OF MEDICAL EDUCATION 
AND REGISTRATION. 


Registration of Medical Students.—The following regulations 
have been adopted by the General Medica! Council io refer- 
ence to the registration of students in medicine :—1. Every 
medical student shall be registered in the manner prescribed 
by the General Medical Council. 2. No medical student 
shall be registered until he has passed a preliminary exami- 
nation, as required by the Medical Council. 3. The com- 
mencement ot the course of professional study recognised 
by any of the qualifying bodies shall not be reckoned as 
dating earlier than fitteen days before the date of 
tion. 4. The registration of medical students shall be placed 
under the charge of the branch registrars. 5. Each of the 
branch registrars shall keep a register of medical students 
according to the prescribed form. 6. Every person desirous 
of being registered as a medical student shall apply to the 
branch registrar of the division of the United Kingdom in 
which he is residing, and shall produce or forward to the 
branch registrar a certificate of his having passed a pre- 
liminary examination as required by the Medical Council, 
and a statement of his place of medical study. 7. The branch 
registrar shall enter the applicant’s name and other par- 
ticulars in the Students’ Register, and shall give him a 
certificate of such registration. 8. Each of the branch re- 
gistrars shall supply to the several qualifying bodies, medical 
schools, and hospitals, in that part of the United Kingdom 
of which he is registrar, a sufficent number of blank forms 
of application for the registration of medical studente. 9. The 
several Branch Councils shall have power to admit special 
exceptions to the foregoing regulations as to registration, 
for reasons which shall appear to them satisfactory. 10. A 
copy of the Register of Medical Students, prepared by each 
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of the branch registrars, shall be transmitted, on or before 
December 31st in each year, to the istrar of the General 
Council, who shall, as soon as possible thereafter, prepare 
and print, under the direction of the Executive Committee, 
an alphabetical list of all students registered in the preced- 
ing year, and supply copies of such authorised list to each 
of the bodies enumerated in Schedule A to the Medical Acts, 
and through the branch registrars to the several medical 
schools and hospitals. 11. The several qualifying bodies 
are recommended not to admit to the final examination for 
@ qualification under the Medical Acts, any candidate (not 
exempted from registration) whose name has not been 
entered in the Medical Students’ Register at least four 
years previously.

UNIVERSITY OF OXFORD. 


Every student must reside in one or other of the Colleges 
or Halls, or in licensed lodgings, for a period of three years, 
ing at least two examinations in Arts, and one in either 
Piethematicn, Natural Science, Law, Modern History, or 
Theology, when, if be obtain a first, second, or third class, 
he can take his B.A. degree; if he do not gain such honour 
he has to pass a third examination in Literis Hwmanioribus. 

A student deciding to graduate in Medicine must pass the 
requisite examinations for the degree of B.A., and afterwards 
spend two years in study* prior to the first or scientific er- 
amination for the degree of Bachelor of Medicine, and two 
years more prior to the final or practical examination for 

e same . Evidence must be brought to show that 
he has studied the practical parts of his profession in a 
first-class hospital. 

A dissertation has to be publicly read, three years after 
the M.B., for the M.D. 

The instruction in Natural Science is carried on at the 
Museum, where there is instruction in Physics, 
Chemistry, Anatomy, several other departments of 

science, together with courses of lectures and of 
tical instruction and work, by the several professors. 
collections illustrate the various subjects. There is 
@ pathological series, including the collection of Schroeder 
Van der Kolk, in the medical department, and a medical 
and public health labo The Radcliffe Library, con- 
taining above 20,000 scientific volumes, is open to all stu- 
dents daily from 10 to 4, and on eertain evenings during 
term. There are also lectures and practical instruction in 
Botany at the Botanical Gardens, and clinical instruction 
at the Infirmary.

UNIVERSITY OF CAMBRIDGE. 


The student must enter at one of the Colleges, or as a 
non-collegiate student, and keep terms for three years by 
residence in the University. He must pass the Previous 
Examination in Classics and Mathematics, which may be 
done in the first or second term of residence, or, through 
the Oxford and Cambridge Schools Examination Board, be- 
fore commencing residence. He may then devote himself to 
medical study in the University, attending the hospital and 
the medical lectures, dissecting, &c. Or he may proceed to 
take a degree in Arts, either continuing mathematical and 
classical study, and passing the ordinary examinations for 
B.A., or going out in one of the Honour Triposes. 
Natural Science Tripos is preferred by most medical stu- 
dents, some of the subjects for this Tripos examination 

Chemistry, Botany, Human and Comparative Anatomy, and 

bysiology) forming part of the series of medical stady. 

The expenses of residence, lectures, &c., at a College are 
about £150 per annum ; but these are in many cases lessened 
by scholarships, ranging in value from £20 to £808 am 
which are very numerous, and obtainable by most students 
of industry and ability. They are chiefly given for mathe- 

tical and classical proficiency. Some may be obtained 
at once, even before entering ; and notices of the times of 
examination for these are given from time to time, under 
the head of “ University Intelligence,” in The Times and 
other newspapers. Scholarships are given for Natural 
Science in Trinity, St. John’s, St. Peter's, Clare, Christ's, 
Sidney, Pembroke, Caius, and Downing Colleges; the ex- 
aminations being at Easter, and in June and October.* 

Non-collegiate students can reside at less expense (£80 
or £90 a year) than those who enter a College. They are 
allowed to attend certain of the College lectures and all the 
professors’ lectures, and have the same Uaiversity status 
and privileges as the other students. They are under the 
superintendence of the Rev. KR. B. Somerset, Orford House, 
Cambridge, from whom further information may be ob- 
tained. 

For the degree of Bachelor in Medicine five years of medi- 
cal study are required, except in the case of medical students 
who have graduated with honours as Bachelors of Arts, four 
term being then sufficient. This time may be spent in Cam- 

idge or elsewhere. The earlier part of it is usually spent 
in Cambridge, the student remaining in the University till 
he has passed the examination for the Natural Sciences 
Tripos and the first and second examinations for M.B. 

There are three examinations for M.B. The first in Che- 
mistry and other branches of Physics, and Btany. The 
second in Anatomy and Physiology (Human and Compara- 
tive), and Pharmacology. The third (at the conclusion of 
medical study) in Pathology and the Practice of Physic, 
Clinical Medicine, and Medical Jurisprudence. The exami- 
nations are partly in writing and partly oral, in the hospital, 
in the dissecting-room, and in the laboratories. They take 
place twice annually (in June and December). 

An Act has to be kept, which consists in reading an 
original thesis and passing a vivi voce examination on the 
subject of the thesis and on other subjects. 

Previously to the first examination, lectures must have 
been attended on Chemistry (with manipulations) and 
Botany. Previously to the second examination, the student 
must have attended Jectures on Human Anatomy and Phy- 
siology, Comparative Anatomy, Materia Medica and Phar- 
macy, and Pathology; have Dissected one season; and 
attended Hospital Practice one year. Previously to the 
third examination, lectures must have been attended on 
Pathological Anatomy, the Principles and Practice of Physic, 
Clinical Medicine, Clinical Surgery, Midwifery, and Medical 
Jarispradence ; also Hospital Practice for three years. The 
candidate must also bave been a clinical clerk, or have had 
special charge of patients in a hospital, dispensary, or paro- 
chial union, for six months. 

The degree of Doctor in Medicine may be taken three years 
after M.B. An Act has to be kept, with vivd voce examina- 
tion; and an extempore essay has to be written on some 
subject relating to physiology, pathology, the practice of 
medicine, or State medicine. A Master of Arte proceeding

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to M.D. is required to produce the same certificates and pass 
the same examinations as for M.B. 

For the degree of Master in Surgery, the candidate must 
have passed the three examinations for M.B., and have 
attended lectures on Human Anatomy (a second course), on 
the Principles and Practice of Surgery, Clinical Surgery, 
Midwifery (with ten cases) ; he must have dissected a second 
season, have attended the Surgical Practice at a recognised 
hospital for three years, and have held a house-surgeoncy 
or dressersbip for six months. He is then required to pass 
an examination in Surgical Anatomy, Pathology and the 
Principles and Practice of Surgery, and Clinical Surgery. 

An examination in so much of State Medicine as is com- 
prised in the functions of Officers of Health will be held in 
Cambridge in October, 1876, beginning on Oct. 5th. Any 
person whose name is on the Medical Register of the United 
Kingdom may present himself for this examination provided 
he is twenty-four years of age. The examination will be in 
two parts. All applications for admission to this examina- 
tion, or for information respecting it, should be addressed to 
Professor Liveing, Cambridge. 

The following is a summary of the course which a student 
(commencing at the University, say, in October, 1876) may 
follow :—He enters at any one of the colleges, or as a non- 
collegiate student, and passes the Previous Examination (in 
Classics and Mathematics) in October, 1876, or in April, 
1877, unlees he has already passed the equivalent examina- 
tion under the Oxford and Cambridge Schools Examination 
Board. He is then registered as a student of medicine. 
Medical study in the University for two years. Natural 
Sciences Tripos examination (in Human and Comparative 
Anatomy, Chemistry,and Botany), June and December, 1879; 
this admits to B.A. degree in June, 1879. Second examination 
for M.B. (in Human Anatomy and Physiology, and Materia 
Medica), December, 1879, or May, 1880. Third examination 
for M.B. (in Pathology and Practice of Physic, Clinical 
Medicine, and Medical Jurisprudence), November, 1881. 
Examination for M.C. (in Surgical Anatomy, Pathology, 
and the Principles and Practice of Surgery, Clinical Surgery, 
and Midwifery), November, 1880. Degree of M.B. or M.C., 
November, 1881. Part of the period of medical study is 
thus spent in Cambridge, and part (say after the second 
examination) in London or elsewhere. 

Attendance at the hospital and on the lectures on Ana- 
tomy, Chemistry, &c., is recognised by the Universities of 
Cambridge and London, and by the College of Surgeons. 

The students usually remain in Cambridge during part 
of the long vacation (July and August) and part of the 
Christmas vacation, as well as during the terms. 





UNIVERSITY OF LONDON. 


The Preliminary Scientific (M.B.) Examination takes place 
once in each year, commencing on the third Monday in 
July. The candidate must have completed his seventeenth 
year, and have eitier passed the Matriculation Examination 
or taken a degree in Arts in either of the universities of 
Sydney, Melbourne, Calcutta, or Madras. Fourteen days’ 
notice of his intention to present himself must be given to 
the registrar previous to the examination. Candidates are 
examined in the following subjects: Mechanical and Natural 
Philosophy ; Inorganic Chemistry ; Botany and Vegetable 
Physiology ; Zoology. Candidates will not be approved by 
the examiners unless they show a competent knowledge in 
all the subjects of examination, and also in Practical Che- 
mistry. Fee for this examination, £5. 

Any candidate who has passed the Preliminary Scientific 
(M.B.) Examination may be examined for honours in Expe- 
rimental Physics, Chemistry, Botany and Zoology. These 
examinations will commence in the second week after the 
Pass Examination. 

The First M.B. Examination takes place once in each year, 
commencing on the last Monday in July. 

A candidate is admitted to this examination on producing 
the following certificates :—1. Of having completed his nine- 
teenth year. 2. Of having passed the Preliminary Scientific 
Examination at least one year previously.* 3. That subse- 
quently to having taken a degree “in Arts or passed the 
Matriculation Examination he has been a student during

secretions, urinary deposits, calculi, &c. 6. That he has 
attended to Practical Pharmacy, and acquired a practical 
knowledge of the preparation of medicines. These certifi- 
cates must be transmitted to the registrar at least fourteen 
days before the commencement of the examination. 

Candidates are examined in Anatomy, Physiology,*, Ma- 
teria Medica, and Pharmaceutical Chemistry, and Organic 
Chemistry, partly by printed papers and partly vivid voce 
and by experiments and demonstrations. ‘I'he fee for this 
examination is £5. Ifa candidate withdraw or fail to pass 
the examination, the fee shall not be returned to him; but 
he shall be admissible to any two subsequent First M.B. 
Examinations without the payment of any additiona} 
fee, provided that he give notice to the registrar at least 
fourteen days before the commencement of the examina- 
tion. 

The examinations for Honours take place in the week 
following that in which the Pass Examination commenced. 
If sufficient merit be evinced, the candidates most distin- 
guishing themselves will receive three exhibitions of £40 
per annum for the next two years, payable in quarterly in- 
stalments, provided that on receiving each instalment the 
candidate declare his intention of presenting himeelf at the 
Second M.B. Examination within three years from the 
time of his passing the First M.B. Examination. Under 
the same circumstances, the first and second candidates 
in each subject receive each a gold medal of the value 
of £5. 

The Second M.B. Ezaminationt takes place once in each 
year, commencing on the first Monday in November. 

No candidate is admitted to this examination within two 
academical years of the time of his passing the first exami- 
nation, nor without producing certificatee—1. Of having 

the First M.B. Examination. 2. That subsequently 
to having passed the First M.B. Examination he has at- 
tended a course of lectures on each of two of the subjects 
specified, and for which he had not presented certificates 
at that examination.

They also include ex- 
amination and report on cases of medical patients, demon- 
strations from specimens and preparations, practical ex- 
aminations in Forensic Medicine, and on the use of instru- 
ments and apparatus, and writing prescriptions in Latin 
without abbreviations. The fee for this examination is £5 * 

Any candidate who has passed the Second M.B. Examina- 
tion may be examined for Honours in Medicine, Obstetric 
Medicine, and Forensic Medicine. These examinations 
commence in the week following that in which the Pass 
Examination commenced. If sufficient merit be evinced, 
the candidates who most distinguish themselves in this 
examination will receive respectively—in Medicine, £50 
per annum for the next two years, with the style of Uni- 
versity Scholar in Medicine; in Obstetric Medicine, £30 
per annum for the next two years, with the style of Uni- 
versity Scholar in Obstetric Medicine ; in Forensic Medicine, 
£30 per annum for the next two years, with the style of 
University Scholar in Forensic Medicine.

Bachelor of Surgery.— The examination for this degree 
takes place once a year, commencing on the Tuesday fol- 
lowing the fourth Monday in November.

UNIVERSITY OF DURHAM. 


Registration and Ezamination.—The name of every student 
in Medicine is placed on a register kept by the registrar of 
the University ; and every student who has thus been re- 
gistered is regarded as a matriculated student of the Uni- 
versity in the Faculty of Medicine. 

The Registration Examinations at Durham are held on 
September 19th, 1876, and on April 17th and September 
18th, 1877. Every candidate for the Registration Exam- 
ination must send in his name, one month at least before 
the day of examination, and pay at the same time a fee 
of £1. 

The following examinations are accepted as qualifications 
for registration :—Durbam Senior and Junior Examinations 
of persons not members of the University; Durham Ex- 
amination for Students in Arts in their first year. 

Students who matricalate are enabled to proceed to a 
licence in Medicine, and then to the degrees of M.B., M.D., 
and M.C. 

Licence and Degrees —No grace for a Licence in Medicine 
will be granted ualess the petitioner is of age of twenty- 
one years, has since his registration spent four years in 
medical study at one or more of the schools recognised by 
the licensing bodies named in Schedule A of the Medical 
Act of 1858 (one of the said four years having been spent 
at the University College of Medicine, Neweastle-on-Tyne), 
and has passed two public examinations. No one will be 
admitted to the first of these examinations unless he has

No one who is not a Bachelor of Arts 
will be admitted to the degree of Bachelor of Medicine 
unless he has kept one year’s residence in Arts either at 
Durham, in the University, or at Newcastle-upon-Tyne, in 
the Darham Univers'ty College of Medicine, and has passed 
both the final examination for the degree of Bachelor of 
Arts, or an equivalent to it, and also the examination for 
the degree of Bachelor of Medicine. 

No grace for the degree of Doctor of Medicine will be 
granted unless the petitioner is a Bachelor of Medicine of 
the standing of twenty-one terms (seven years) at least 
from his registration or matriculation, and of three terms 
at least from his admission to the degree of Bachelor of 
Medicine, nor unless he has performed the required exer- 
cises. 

No grace for a Licence in Surgery will be granted unless 
the petitioner is of the age of twenty-one years, has spent 
four years in medical and surgical study since his registra- 
tion as a student in medicine in some one or more of the 
schools recognised by the licensing bodies named in Schedule 
A of the Medical Act of 1858 (one of the said four years 
having been spent at the University College of Medicine, 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne), and has two public examina- 
tions. The first of these examinations will be the first 
examination appointed for students in medicine. No one 
will be admitted to it who has not spent two years in 
medical and surgical study as above prescribed. The second 
of these examinations will be partly the same as the second 
examination appointed for students in medicine, and partly 
in surgical subjects. No one will be admitted to it who has 
not spent four years at least in medical and surgical study 
as above prescribed, and ed the first examination. No 
one will be admitted to either of these examinations unless 
he has produced satisfactory testimonials of conduct, and 
such certificates of attendance on lectures and hospital 
practice as the Warden and Senate shall require. The 
second examination fora Licence in Surgery may or may 
not be passed at the same time with the second examination 
for a Licence in Medicine. 

No grace for the degree of Master in Surgery will be 
granted unless the petitioner is a Licentiate in Surgery and 
also a Licentiate in Medicine, and is of the standing of 
eighteen terms (six years) at least from the date of his 

tion or matriculation, and of three terms at least 
from the date of his admission to the Licence in Surgery. 
No one who is not a Bachelor of Arts will be admitted to 
the degree of Master in Surgery unless he has kept one 
year’s residence in Arts either at Durham, in the Univer- 
- or at Newcastle-on-Tyne, in the Durham University 
College of Medicine, and has passed the final examination 


for the degree of Bachelor of Arts, or an equivalent to it, 
besides the examination for the degree of Master in Surgery.

UNIVERSITY OF EDINBURGH. 


The session of 1876-77 will be opened on Monday, the 
31st October, at 2 p.m., with an address by the Principal.

who has not passed a satisfactory examination in at least 
two of the following subjects, in addition to the subjects 
mentioned above—Greek, French, German, Higher Mathe- 
matics, Natural Philosophy, Logic, Moral Philosophy; and 
the examination on these latter subjects also takes place 
before the candidate bas entered on his medical curriculum. 

3. A degree in Arts (not being an honorary degree) in 
any one of the universities of England, Scotland, or Ireland, 
or in any foreign or colonial university specially recognised 
for this purpose by the University Court, exempts from all 
preliminary examination; and an examination in Arts by 
any corporate body whose examination has been recognised 
as qualifying for entrance on medical study by resolution of 
the General Medical Council of the United Kingdom, pro- 
vided the said examination by the said corporate body shall 
also be approved by the University Court, shall exempt from 
preliminary examination in Arts, on all subjects comprised 
in the said examination of the said corporate body. 

4. No one is admitted to the degree of Bachelor of Medi- 
cine or Master in Surgery who has not been engaged in 
medical and surgical study for four years. The medical 
session of each year, or annus medicus, is constituted by at 
least two courses of not less than a hundred lectures each, 
or by one such course and two courses of not less than fifty 
lectures each; with the exception of the clinica] courses, in 
which lectures are to be given at least twice a week during 
the prescribed periods. 

5. Every candidate for the degree of M.B. and C.M. 
must give sufficient evidence by certificatese—1. That he 
has studied each of the following departments of medical 
science—viz., Anatomy, Chemistry, Materia Medica, Insti- 
tutes of Medicine or Physiology, Practice of Medicine, Sur- 
gery, Midwifery, and the Diseases peculiar to Women and 
Children, and General Pathology, each during courses includ- 
ing not less than one hundred lectures; Practical Anatomy, 
six months; Practical Chemistry, three months; Practical 
Midwifery, three months; Clinical Medicine and Clinica) 
Surgery, each during courses of six months; Medical Juris- 
prudence, Botany, Natural History (including Zoology), 
during courses including not less than fifty lectures. 2. That 
he has attended, for at least two years, the medical and sur- 
gical practice of a general hospital which accommodates not 
fewer than eighty patients, and a distinct staff of 

bysicians and surgeons. 3. That he has been engaged, 
Por at least three months, by apprenticeship or otherwise, 
in compounding and dispensing drugs. 4. That he has at- 
tended, for at least six months, by apprenticeship or other- 
wise, the out-practice of a hospital, or the practice of a dis- 
pensary, physician, surgeon, or member of the London or 
Dublin Society of Apothecaries. 

6. The studies of candidates for the degrees of Bachelor of 
Medicine and Master in Surgery are subject to the following 
regulations :—1. One of the four years of medical and sur- 
gical atudy required by Section 4 must be in the University 
of Edinburgh. 2. Another of such four years must be either 
in the University of Edinburgh or in some other university 
entitled to give the degree of M.D. 3. Attendance during 
at least six winter months on the medical cr surgical prac- 
tice of a general hospital which accommodates at least eighty 
patients, and, during the same period, on a course of c- 
tical Anatomy, may be reckoned as one of such four years. 
4. One year’s attendance on lectures in the hospital schools 
of London, or in the school of the College of Surgeons in 
Dublin, or of such teachers of medicine in Edinburgh, or 
elsewhere, as shall from time to time be recognised by the 
University Court, may be reckoned as one of such four years. 
5. Candidates may, to the extent of four of the departments 
of medical study required by Section 5, Sub-section 1, attend, 
in such year or years of their medical and surgical studies 
as may be most convenient to them, the lectures of teachers 
of medicine above 6. All candidates, not students 
of the University, availing themselves of the permission to 
attend the lectures of extra-academical teachers in Edin- 
burgh, must, at the commencement of each year of such 
attendance, enrol their names in a book to be kept by the 
University for that purpose on payment of the corresponding 
matriculation fee. 

7. Every candidate must deliver, before the 3ist day of 
March of the year in which he proposes to graduate, to the 
Dean of the Faculty of Medicine—1. A declaration, in his 
own handwriting, he has completed his t -first 





| year, or that he shall have done so on or before the day of 
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graduation, and that he will not be on the day of graduation 
under articles of apprenticeship to any surgeon or other 
master. 2. A statement of his studies, as well in Literature 
and Philosophy as in Medicine, accompanied by proper 
certificates. 

8. Each candidate is examined both in writing and vivé 
voce — Ist, on Chemistry, Botany, and Natural History ; 
2nd, on Anatomy, Institutes of Medicine, Materia Medica, 
including Practical Pharmacy, and Pathology ; 3rd, on Sur- 
gery, Practice of Medicine, Midwifery, and Medical Jaris- 
prudence ; 4th, clinically on Medicine and on Surgery in a 
hospital. 

9. Students who are ready to submit to an examination 
on the first division of these subjects at the end of their 
second year may be admitted to examination at that time. 
Provided always that students who commence their medical 
studies in the summer session, and who profess themselves 
ready to submit to an ezamination on the first division of 
these subjects at the beginning of their second winter 
session, may be admitted to examination at that time, on 
condition that they produce certificates of attendance on at 
least two classes during each of two summer sessions and 
one winter session, and on the further condition that they 
shall not be admitted to a degree in Medicine, unless their 
course of study, subsequent to the completion of the summer 
session in which they commence their medical studies, shall 
aot be less than the minimum course of four years prescribed 
in Section 4 hereof. 

10. Students who have passed their examination on the 
first division of these subjects may be admitted to examina- 
tion on the second division at the end of their third year. 

11. The examination on the third and fourth divisions 
cannot take place until the candidate has completed his 
fourth annus medicus. 

12. Candidates may be admitted to examination on the 
Grst two of these divisions at the ead of their third year, or 
to the four examinations at the end of their fourth year. 

13. Candidates at these examinations found unqualified 
cannot be again admitted to examination unless they have 
studied during another year two of the prescribed subjects, 
either in the University or in some other school of medicine. 

14, After the candidate has satisfied the medical ex- 
aminers, he will be admitted on the lst day of August, or, 
if that day be Sunday, then on the following day, to the 
degree. 

15. The degree of Doctor of Medicine may be conferred 
on any candidate who has obtained the degree of Bachelor 
of Medicine, and is of the age of twenty-four years, and has 
been engaged, subsequently to his having received the de- 
gree of Bachelor of Medicine, for at least two years in at- 
tendance on a hospital, or the Military or Naval Medical 
Service, or ia medical and surgical practice; provided always 
that the degree of Doctor of Medicine shall not be conferred 
on any person unless he be a graduate in Arts of one of the 
universities of England, Scotland, or Ireland, or of such 
other universities as are above specified, or unless he shall, 
before or at the time of his obtaining the degree of Bachelor 
of Medicine, or thereafter, have passed a satisfactory ex- 
amination in Greek, and in Logie or Moral Philosophy, 
and in one at least of the following subjects—namely, 
French, German, Higher Mathematics, and Natural Philo- 
sophy; and provided also that the candidate for the degree 
of Doctor of Medicine shall, on or before the 30th of April 
in the year in which he proposes to graduate, submit to 
the Medical Faculty a thesis, certified by him to have been 
composed by himself, and which shall be approved by the 
Faculty, on any branch of knowledge comprised in the 

rofessional examinations for the degree of Bachelor of 

edicine which he may have made a subject of study after 
having received that degree. No thesis will be approved 
by the Medical Faculty which does not contain either the 
results of original observations in Practical Medicine, Sur- 
gery, Midwifery, or some of the sciences embraced in the 
curriculum for the Bachelor’s degree; or else a fall digest 
and critical exposition of the opinions and researches of 
others on the subject selected hy the candidate, accom- 
panied by precise references to the publications quoted, so 
that due verification may be facilitated. Those who have, 
under former regulations, given in theses when taking the 
degree of M.B. uire no thesis for M D. 

Each candidate for a degree in Medicine must produce at 
his final examination a certificate from a dispensary or other 








public institution where vaccination is practised, attesting 
that he has been practically instructed in the operation, 
and is acquainted with the appearances which follow its 
performance. 

Notices to Candidates for Degrees.—An annus medicus is con- 
stituted by at least two winter courses of 100 lectures each, 
or by one such course and two summer courses of 50 lectures 
each, all being duly certified. 

Four anni medici are required for graduates in Medicine. 
Two at least of these years must be passed at a university 
which grants degrees in Medicine, one of the two being at 
Edinburgh. One or two of the anni medici may be taken at 
qualified extra-academical schools. In University College, 
in King’s College, in the hospital schools of London, in the 
extra-academical schools of Edinburgh, in the school of the 
College of Surgeons of Dublin, and in certain medical schools 
where at least two lecturers have been qualified by the Uni- 
versity Court, a candidate may make two anni medici—one 
of which must be constituted by hospital attendance and 
Practical Anatomy, the other by et least two courses of 100 
lectures, or one such course and two courses of fifty lectures. 
The classes at these schools only qualify to the extent of 
four, and one of the four must be Practical Anatomy. In 
provincial schools, where there are no lecturers qualified by 
the University Court, a candidate can make one annus 
medicus only, and this is constituted by attendance on a 
qualified hospital, along with a course of Practical Anatomy. 

The Edinburgh extra-academical classes only qualify if 
the fee paid at the commencement of the session is the 
same as that paid to the professors in the University. 

All the classes mentioned must be taken at a university, 
except the four selected by the candidate; and those so 
selected must be qualifying courses as regards subjects and 
extent. 

Three months’ courses of Materia Medica, Pathology, and 
Midwifery do not qualify. For each of these subjects one 
course of 100 lectures is required. 

Every candidate for a degree in Medicine must be a matri- 
culated student of the University for the year in which he 
appears for examination or graduation. 

Specimens of the examination papers for 1875-76 are 
given in the Calendar. 

Candidates who appear for examination must produce cer- 
tificates of having attended complete courses of the subjects 
on which they are to be examined. 

Candidates, settled for a period of years in foreign parts, 
who bave complied with all the regulations for the degree 
of M.D., but who cannot appear personally to receive the 
degree, may, on satisfying the Senatus to that effect, by 
production of sufficient official testimonials, have the de- 
gree conferred on them in absence. 

The fees for examination are: For the Preliminary Ex- 
amination each non-matriculated student pays a fee of 10s. 
(this fee allows the candidate to appear at the Preliminary 
Examination during one academic year) ; for the degree of 
M.B., three examinations, £5 5s. each (£15 15s); for the 
degree of C.M., £5 5s. additional; for the degree of M.D., 
£5 5s. additional to that for M.B., exclusive of £10 Govern- 
ment stamp. The graduation fees must all be paid on or 
before the 15th July in the year in which candidates pro- 
pose to graduate. 


UNIVERSITY OF GLASGOW. 


Three degrees in Medicine are granted—viz., Bachelor of 
Medicine, Master in Surgery, and Doctor of Medicine. The 
curricula of study and the examinations for the several de- 
grees conferred are nearly the same as in the University of 
Edinburgh. The annual terms for conferring medical and 
surgical degrees are the Ist May and the Ist August. The 
Preliminary Examinations of medical students in branches 
of general education take place on the 12th October, 1876, 
and on the 30th March, 1877. 

The fees for the degrees are as follows:—For the degree 
of M B. (for each of three examinations, £5 5s), £15 15s. ; 
for that of C.M. (in addition to the fee of M.B.), 25 5s.; 
for the M.D. (in addition to the fee for M.B.), £5 5s.; and 
Government stamp for diploma, £10 3s. 

The regulations under which the above degrees are granted 
and the notices of the subjects of examination may be ob- 
tained by application to the registrar of the University. 

Bursaries tenable by Medical Students.—The Brisbane Bur- 
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sary, of £50 yearly, held for four years by a student of 
medicine who is a Master of Arts. The Walton Bursary, of 
£36 yearly, held by a medical student (a native of England 
being preferred) for four years. The Logan Bursary, of 
£16 yearly, tenable by a medical student for four years. 
Two Rainy Bursaries, value £20 per annum each, open to 
medical students who have just completed the second year of 
fessional study, and tenable for two years. The Armagh 
ursaries, three in number, amounting each to £25 yearly, 
for three years, open to students of Divinity, Law, and Me- 
dicine, who have taken the degree of M.A. The Macfarlane 
Bursary, value £40 per annum, and tenable for three years, 
open to students who have attended the first session of their 
tent study in the University of Glasgow, and who 
ave passed in all the seven subjects of the Preliminary 
Examination for M.B. The Marshall Bursary, value £17 
per annum, and tenable for four years, open to students 
entering the Medical Faculty, and awarded by competition 
on the subjects of the Preliminary Examination. 


UNIVERSITY OF ABERDEEN. 


The curricula for the several degrees conferred are nearly 
the same as in the University of Edinburgh. 

Professional Examinations will be held twice in each 
year—namely, in April and July, directly after the close of 
the winter and summer sessions. 

The fees for graduation are the same as in the University 
of Edinburgh. Matriculation fee, including all dues, for 
& winter and summer sessions, £1; summer session alone, 
10s. 

Candidates who commenced their medical studies before 
November, 1861, are entitled to appear for examination for 
the degree of M.D. after four years’ study, one of which 
must have been in the University of Aberdeen. 

Besides the Royel Infirmary, students have the oppor- 
tunity of attending the following institutions :—General 
Dispensary, and Lying-in and Vaccine Institutions: daily. 
Royal Lunatic Asylum: Clinical instruction is given for 
three months in the year. Eye Institution: Clinical in- 
struction is given on the Diseases of the Eye, and on the 
Application of the Ophthalmoscope for their diagnosis.

UNIVERSITY OF 8T. ANDREWS. 


Three degrees in Medicine are granted—namely, Bachelor 
of Medicine (M.B.), Master in Surgery (C.M.), and Doctor 
of Medicine (M.D.). The curricula for these degrees, and 
the regulations under which they are conferred, differ from 
those of the University of Edinburgh only in the particulars 
noticed below. 

The degree of Doctor of Medicine may be conferred by the 
University of St. Andrews on any registered medical prac- 
titioner above the age of forty years whose professional 

tion and experience are such as, in the estimation of the 
niversity, to entitle him to that degree, and who shall, on 
examination, satisfy the medical examiners of the sufficiency 
of his professional knowledge; provided always that de- 
grees will not be conferred, under this section, to a greater 
number than ten in any one year. The examinations are 
held yearly, towards the end of April. Candidates must 
lodge with the Dean of the Medical Faculty the following 
certificates along with application for admission to examina- 
tion:—1. A certificate of age, being a baptismal certificate 
or an affidavit of age. 2. Holograph certificates from at 
least three medical men of acknowledged reputation in the 
medical profession or in the medical schools, recommending 
the candidate to the Senatus for the degree, and testifying 
to his professional skill and position. As only ten can 
graduate yearly, candidates will be eelected whose service 
and certificates seem to the Medical Faculty to present the 
highest professional claims, and where these seem equal, 
preference will be given to age and priority of application. 
3. Candidates, when notified for examination, shall remit a 
of the graduation fee (viz., £15 15s.). This sum 

shall be eee should the candidate fail to appear, or to 
graduate, at the time appointed. 3. A satisfactory exami- 
nation, written and vivid voce, must be passed in the fol- 
lowing me ag ee Materia Medica and General 
Therapeutics, Medical Jurisprudence, Practice of Medicine 





and Pathology, Surgery, Midwifery and Diseases of Women 
and Children, 

No one will be received as a candidate for the degree of 
Bachelor of Medicine or Master in Surgery unless two years at 
least of his four years of medical and surgical study shall 
have been in one or more of the following universities or 
colleges—viz., the Universities of St. Andrews, Glasgow, 
Aberdeen, Edinburgh, Oxford, and Cambridge; Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin; Qneen’s College, Belfast; Queen’s College, 
Cork ; and Queen’s College, Galway. 

Subject always to the condition here specified, the studies 
for candidates for the degrees of Bachelor of Medicine and 
Master in Surgery will be under the following regulations - 
The remaining years of medical and surgical study may be 
either in one or more of the universities and colleges above 
specified, or in the hospital schools of London, or in the 
school of the College of Surgeons in Dublin, or under such 
private teachers of medicine as may from time to time re- 
ceive recognition from the University Court. Attendance 
during at least six winter months on the medical or surgical 
practice of a general hospital which accommodates at least 
eighty patients, and during the same period on a course of 
Practical Anatomy, may be reckoned as one of such re- 
maining years. Attendance on the lectures of any private 
teacher in Edinburgh, Glasgow, or Aberdeen, will not be 
reckoned for graduation in St. Andrews, if the fee for such 
lectures be of less amount than is charged for the like course 
of lectures in the University of Edinburgh, of Glasgow, or 
of Aberdeen, according as the teacher lectures in those 
places respectively. 

Every candidate for examination for the degree of M.B. 
and C.M. is required to lodge a declaration of age, a state- 
ment of his course of study, his inaugural dissertation, and 
all bis certificates, with the Dean of the Medical Faculty, 
on or before the 25th of March in each year. 

No candidate offering himself for examination on the first 
two divisions of the subjects specified in Clause 12 of the 
regulations will be considered to have passed in the second 
if he fails in the first; and no candidate offering himself 
for examination on the three divisions shall be considered 
to have passed in the third if he fails either in the first or 
second division. 

Every candidate who fails to pass in any of the divisions 
will, for a first failure, in any and each of the divisions, 
forfeit the sum of £2 2s., and £1 1s. for every subsequent 
failure in each. 





UNIVERSITY OF DUBLIN (TRINITY COLLEGE). 


Matriculation.—All students in the School of Physic in- 
tending to practise Physic must be matriculated, for which 
a fee of 5s. is payable. No student can be admitted for the 
winter courses after Nov. 25th. 

Previous Medical Examination. — Candidates for degrees 
and licences in Medicine and Surgery are required to pass 
@ previous examination in Physics, Chemistry, Botany, 
Materia Medica and Pharmacy, and Descriptive Anatomy, 
previous to their degree examination. 

Bachelor in Medicine. — A candidate for the degree of 
Bachelor in Medicine must be a graduate in Arts and may 
obtain the degree of Bachelor in Medicine at the same com- 
mencement as that at which he receives his degree of B.A., 
or at any subsequent commencement. The medical educa- 
tion of a Bachelor in Medicine is of four years’ duration, 
and comprises attendance on a single course of each of the 
following lectures :—Anatomy, Practical Anatomy, Surgery, 
Chemistry, Materia Medica and Pharmacy, Institutes of 
Medicine, Practice of Medicine, Midwifery, Botany, Medi- 
cal Jurisprudence, Heat, Electricity, Magnetism, Compara- 
tive Anatomy. Three courses of nine months’ attendance 
on the clinical lectures of Sir Patrick Dun’s or other metro- 
politan hospital recognised by the Board of Trinity College. 
Six months’ instruction in Practical Midwifery, including 
Clinical Lectures. A certificate of personal attendance on 
Fever cases, with names and dates of cases. Six months’ 
Dissections are required. Three months’ Laboratory in- 
struction in Chemistry is required. Any of the above- 
named courses may be attended at any medical school in 
Dublin recognised by the Provost and senior Fellows. The 
fee for the Liceat ad Ezaminandum is £5; for the M.B. 
degree £11. ’ 

Doctor in Medicine.—A Doctor in Medicine must be M.B, 
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of at least three years’ standing, or have been qualified to 
take the degree of M.B. for three years, and must perform 
exercises for the degree before the Regius Professor of 
Physic, in accordance with the rules and statutes of the 
University. Total amount of fees for this degree, £13. 

Bachelor in Surgery.—A Bachelor in Surgery must be a 
Bachelor in Arts, and have spent four years in the study of 
Surgery and Anatomy. He must also pass a public exami- 
nation in the Hall before the Professors of the School of 
Physic, having previously completed the prescribed curri- 
culum of study.* 

Candidates are required to perform surgical operations 
on the dead subject. 

Candidates for the degree of Bachelor in Surgery, who 
have already passed the examination for the degree of 
Bachelor in Medicine, will be examined in Anatomy and 
Surgery only. 

Fee for the Liceat ad Ezaminandum, £5; fee for the degree 
of Bachelor in Surgery, £1. 

Master in Surgery.t—A Master in Surgery must be a 
Bachelor in Surgery of three years’ standing, or have been 

ualified to take the degree of Bachelor in Surgery for 

ree years; and must read two theses publicly before the 
Regius Professor of Surgery, or undergo an examination 
before the Regius Professor, according to regulations to be 
approved by the Provost and senior Fellows. 

Fee for the degree of Master in Surgery, £11. 

University Licences —Candidates for the Licences in Medi- 
cine or Surgery must be matriculated in Medicine, and 
must have completed two years in Arts and four years in 
medical studies. 

Licentiate in Medicine —The medical course and examina- 
tion necessary for the Licence in Medicine are the same as 
for the degree of M.B. 

A Licentiate in Medicine, on completing his course in 
Arts, and proceeding to the degree of B.A., may become a 
Bachelor in Medicine, on paying the degree fees, without 
further examination in Medicine. Fee for the Liceat ad 
Bzaminandum, £5; for the Licence in Medicine, £5. 

Licentiate in Surgery —The surgical course and examina- 
tion necessary for the Licence in Surgery are the same as 
for the degree of Bachelor in Surgery. Fee for the Liceat 
ad Ezaminandum, £5; for the Licence in Surgery, £5. 

Medical Scholarships.—Two Medical Scholarships will be 


given annually, tenable fer two years, with a salary of £20 | 


per annum, on the condition of the successful candidates 
proceeding regularly for two years with the medical course 
in the University. 

Quali in Slate Medicine.—Doctors in Medicine of 
Dublin, Oxford, or Cambridge, who wish to obtain from the 


University a Certificate of Qualification in State Medicine, | 


can do so on passing an examination in « limited course of 
the following sabjects:—1. Law, comprehending sanitary 
legislation and the laws relating to the conduct and duties 
of medical men. 2. Engineering in its sanitary aspects. 
3. Pathology, inclading the laws of epidemics, vaccination, 
insanity, &c. 4. Vital and sanitary statistics. 5. Che- 
mistry in relation to air, water, gaseous poisons, deodorisa- 
tion, and disinfection. 6. Meteorology. 7. Medical Juris- 
prudence. 

The total cost of the education and first degrees in 
Medicine and Surgery is as follows, in addition to the fees 
for education in Arts and B.A. degree (£83 4s.) ; Medical 
and Surgical Lectures, £52 15s. ; Hospitals, £33 12s.; Me- 
dical and Surgical Examinations and Degrees, £22. 





THE QUEEN’S UNIVERSITY IN IRELAND. 


Granting the degrees of Doctor in Medicine and Master in 
Surgery, and diplomas in Midwifery, includes three Col- 
the Queen’s Colleges of Belfast, Cork, and Galway— 

each of which possesses a Faculty of Medicine. The curri- 
culum of medical study extends over a period of four yeare, 
and is divided into two periods of two years each. The first 
period comprises attendance on Chemistry, Natural History, 
Anatomy and Physiology, Practical Anatomy, Materia 
Medica and Pharmacy.

tendance on Anatomy and Physiology, Practical Anatomy, 
Theory and Practice of Surgery, Midwifery and Diseases of 
Women and Children, Tkeory and Practice of Medicine, and 
Medical Jurisprudence. At least two of the above courses 
of lectures must be attended in some one of the Queen’s 
Colleges; the remainder may be taken, at the option of the 
candidate, in any university, college, or echool recognised 
by the Senate of the Queen’s University. Candidates are 
required to have also attended, in one of the Colleges of the 
Queen’s University, lectures on Experimental Physics and 
on one Modern Language, and to have passed the Matri- 
culation Examination. They are farther required to attend, 
during the first period, Practical Chemistry in a recognised 
laboratory, and the practice during six months of a reco- 
guised medico-chirurgical hospital, containing at least sixty 
beds, together with the clinical lectures delivered therein ; 
and to attend, during the second period, a recognised mid- 
wifery hospital, with the clinical lectures therein delivered, 
for a period of three months; or a midwifery dispensary for 
the same period; or ten cases of labour, under the superin- 
tendence of the medical officer of any hospital or dispensary 
where cases of labour are treated; and eighteen months’ 
practice of a recognised medico-cbirurgical hospital con- 
taining at least sixty beds, and in which clinical instraction 
is delivered. There are three University Examinations for 
the degree of Doctor in Medicine. The degree of Master 
in Sargery and the diploma in Midwifery are only con- 
ferred upon candidates who already hold the degree of 
Doctor in Medicine, and who have also passed a special 
examination in surgery or midwifery. The University 
Examinations are held twice in each year—in June and 
September.

Medicine, Surgery, and Midwifery, and is recognised by the

Licentiates.—Every candidate for the College licence (er- 
cept when otherwise provided by the bye-laws) is required to 
produce satisfactory evidence to the following effect :—Of 
having attained the age of twenty-one years. Of moral 
character. Of having passed, before the commencement of 
professional study, an examination in the subjects of general 
| education recognised by the College. Of having been re- 
| gistered as a medical student in the manner prescribed by 
| the General Medical Council. ‘“ After October, 1870, every 
candidate (not exempted from registration) is required to 
have been registered at least four years previously.” Of 
having been engaged in professional studies during four 
years, of which at least three winter sessions and two 
summer sessions shall have been passed at a recognised 
medical school or schools, and one winter session and two 
summer sessions in one or other of the following ways :—l. 
Attending the practice of a hospital or other institution re- 
cognised by the College for that purpose. 2. Receiving in- 
struction as the pupil of a legally qualified practitioner hold- 
ing any public appointment which affords opportunities, 
satisfactory to the examiners, of imparting a practical know- 
ledge of Medicine, Surgery, or Midwifery. 3. Attending lec- 
tures on any of the required subjects of professional study 
at a recognised place of instruction.

Any candidate who shall produce satisfactory evidence of 
having passed an examination on Anatomy and Physiology, 
conducted by any of the bodies named in Schedule (A) to the 
Medical Act, and recognised by the College as requiring a 
course of study and an examination satisfactory to the Col- 
lege; or who shall have obtained a degree in Medicine at a 
University recognised by the College, after a course of study 
and an examination satisfactory to the College, shall be 
yo a ab re-examination on the subjects of the primary 
examination. Any candidate who shall have obtained a de- 
gree in Surgery at a University in the United Kingdom, 
after a course of study and an examination satisfactory to 
the College; or who shall have passed the examination on 
wee g Arwen ap by the Royal College of Surgeons of Eng- 
land mburgh, or Ireland, after a course of study and an 
examination satisfactory to the College, shall be exempt 
from re-examination on Surgical Anatomy, and on the Prin- 
ciples and Practice of Surgery. Any candidate, being a 
? tered medical practitioner,” whose qualification or 

cations shall have been obtained before the first day of 
anuary, 1861, having been with the consent of the College 
admitted a candidate for the licence, will be examined on the 
Principles and Practice of Medicine, Surgery, and Midwifery; 
but he will be exempted from such other parts of the pro- 
fessional examinations as his qualifications may seem to the 
examiners to render in his case unnecessary. 

Members.—1. The members of the College, present and 
future, shall be alone eligible to the fellowship. 

2. All persons who have been admitted before February 
16th, 1859, licentiates of the College, shall be entitled to be 
admitted members of the College, provided that they have, 
since their admission as licentiates, obeyed the bye-laws, 
and do accept such membership, and engage henceforth to 
obey the bye-laws of the College. 

8. Any extra-licentiate who shall have produced testi- 
monials as to character satisfactory to the censors, and shall 
have assured the said censors that he is not engaged in the 
practice of pharmacy, and who shall comply with such other 
regulations as are required by the bye-laws of the said 
Corporation, may be proposed to the College to be admitted 
a member of the College. 

4. Any person who shall have satisfied the College 
touching his acquirements in general Science and Litera- 
ture, and his knowledge of Medicine, Surgery, and Mid- 
wifery, and who shall comply with the bye-laws and regula- 
tions of the College, may be proposed to the College to be 
admitted a member of the College. 

5. Every candidate for the membership of the College, 
under the last bye-law, who shall have commenced his pro- 
fessional studies after September, 1861, shall satisfy the 
Censors’ Board that previously to the commencement of his 
professional studies he has obtained a degree in Arts from 
some university of the United Kingdom or of the colonies, 
or from some other university specially recognised by the 
Medical Council; or that he has passed examinations 
equivalent to those required for a degreein Arts. A'l other 
candidates for membership shall be examined on the sub- 
jects of General Education by the president and censors of 
the College. 

6. Every candidate for membership shall furnish proof 
that he has attained the age of twenty-five years. 

7. Every candidate shall produce a testimonial from a 
fellow or member of the College, satisfactory to the Censors’ 
Board, to the effect that, as regards moral character and 
conduct, he is a fit and proper person to be admitted a 
member of the College. 

8. Every candidate (except such as shall be admissible 
under the provisions of Sections 15 and 16) shall produce

9. Every candidate (except such as shall be admissible

Surgery, two winter sessions; Clinical Medicine, three 
winter sessions and three summer sessions; Clinical Sur- 
gery, two winter sessions and two summer sessions; Mid- 
wifery and the Diseases peculiar to Women, three months; 
Forensic Medicine, three months; of baving attended dili- 
gently during three winter sessions and three summer ses- 
sions the Medical Practice, and during three winter sessions 
and two summer sessions the Surgical Practice, of a hospital 
containing at least 100 beds; of having been engaged 
during six months in the Clinical Study of Diseases peculiar 
to Women ; and of having served the office of clinical clerk 
in the medical wards during at least six months. (The re- 
quirements printed in italics apply to candidates who com- 
menced their professional education in the United Kingdom 
on or after October Ist, 1867; and to candidates who com- 
menced their professional education at a recognised foreign 
or colonial school on or after October Ist, 1868.) 

10. Every candidate who has prosecuted his studies 
abroad, whether in part or to the fall extent required by 
the preceding bye-law (except such as shall be admissible 
under the provisions of Section 16), shall, nevertheless, 
bring proof of his having attended, during at least twelve 
months, the Medical Practice of a hospital in the United 
Kingdom containing at least 100 beds. 

11. If the Censors’ Board doubt the sufficiency of the cer- 
tificates and testimonials produced by any candidate, or his 
fitness, in any respect, for admission to examination, they 
may submit the case to a general meeting of the Fellows. 

12. No candidate shall admitted to examination who 
is engaged in trade; or who dispenses medicine, or makes 
any engagement with a chemist, or any other person, for 
the supply of medicines; or who practises medicine or sur- 
gery, in partnership, by deed or otherwise, so long as that 

nership continues. 

13. No candidate shall be admitted to examination who 
refuses to make known, when required by the president and 
censors, the nature and composition of any remedy he uses. 

14. Every candidate (except in cases specially exempted 
under Sections 15 and 16) shall give proof of his acquire- 
ments by written answers to questions placed before him, 
and shall be examined vivd voce at three separate examina- 
tions, and shall be approved by the president and censors, 
or by the major part of them. 

15. Any candidate who has already obtained the degree 
of Doctor or Bachelor of Medicine at a university in the 
United Kingdom, wherein the courses of study, and the ex- 
aminations to be undergone by the students previously to 
graduation, shall have been adjudged by the Censors’ Board 
to be entirely satisfactory, sball be exempt (if the censors 
shall think fit) from all or any parts of the examinations 
hereinbefore described, except such as relate to the Third 
or Pass Examination; the nature and extent of which ex- 
amination shall in the case of each candidate, be determined 
by the Censors’ Board. Every candidate for the member- 
ship will, however, be required to translate into English a 
passage from a Latin author, and he will have an oppor- 
tunity of showing a knowledge of Greek, or of one or more 
of the modern European languages. 

16. If any candidate who has attained the age of forty 
years shall produce testimonials, not merely satisfactory as 
to his moral character and conduct, and his general and 
professional acquirements, but further showing that he has 
improved the art or extended the science of medicine, or 
has at least distinguished himself highly as a medical prac- 
titioner, the Censors’ Board, having well weighed and con- 
sidered these testimonials, may, if they see fit, submit them 
to the Fellows at a general meeting, and it shall be deter- 
mined by the votes of the Fellows present, or of the majority 
of them, taken by ballot, whether the candidate shall be 
admitted to which shall, in every such case, 
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be as full and complete as the censors may deem sufii- 
cient. 

17. Any candidate who shall produce satisfactory evidence 
of having passed an examination on Anatomy and Physio- 
logy, conducted by any of the bodies named in Schedule (A) 
to the Medical Act, and recognised by the College as re- 
quiring a course of study and an exawination satisfactory 
to the College, will be exempt from re-examination on the 
subjects of the Primary Examinations.* 

18. Any candidate who shall have obtained a degree in 
Surgery, at a university in the United Kingdom, after a 
course of study and an examination satisfactory to the Col- 


lege, will be exempt from re-examination on Surgical | 


Anatomy, and the Principles and Practice of Surgery. 

19. Any candidate who shall bave passed the Examina- 
tion on Surgery conducted by the Royal College of Surgeons 
of England, or the Royal College of Surgeons of Edinburgh, 
or the Royal College of Sargeons in Ireland, after a course 
of study and an examination satisfactory to the College, will 
be exempt from re-examination on Surgical Anatomy, and 
on the Principles and Practice of Surgery. 

20. Every candidate approved by the Censors’ Board 
shall be proposed at the next general meeting of Fellows, 
as qualified to become a member of the College ; and if the 
majority of the Fellows present shall consent, he shall, on 
complying with the regulations prescribed by the bye-laws, 
be admitted a member of the College. 

The fee to be paid for admission as a member of the Col- 
lege shall be 30 guineas. 

Examination for the Licence—Every candidate for the 
College licence, before he is admitted to examination, will 
be required to sign a declaration that he has not been re- 
jected within three months by any of the examining boards 
included in Schedule A to the Medical Act. 

The First Examination, on Anatomy and Physiology, will 
be conducted on successive days, as follows:—On the first 
day: Evening, from 7 to 10, by written questions. Oa the 
second day: Evening, commencing at 7 o'clock, vivd voce, 
on Dissections and Preparations. 

The Second, or Pass Examination will be conducted on 
successive days, as follows:—On the first day: Afternoon, 
from 1 to 4, by written questions on Materia Medica, and 
on Chemistry in its applications to Pathology, Pharmacy, 
and Toxicology. Evening, from 7 to 10, by written questions 
on Medical Anatomy, and on the Principles and Practice of 
Medicine, including the Principles of Public Health. On 
the second day: Morning—The candidate’s practical know- 
ledge will be tested, either at the College or in the medical 
wards of a hospital. Afternoon, from 1 to 4, on Materia 
Medica, and on Chemistry in its applications to Pathology, 
Pharmacy, and Toxicology.t (This examination will be 
conducted partly vivid voce and partly in a practical manner.) 
Evening, from 7 to 10, by written questions on Midwifery 
and the Diseases peculiar to Women. On the third day: 
Evening, from 7 to 10, by written questions on Surgical 
Anatomy, and on the Principles and Practice of Surgery. 
On the fourth day: Morning—The candidate’s practical 
knowledge will be tested, either at the College or in the 
surgical wards of a hospital. Evening, commencing at 7 
o'clock, vivid voce on the Principles and Practice of Medicine, 
Surgery, and Midwifery. 

Candidates will not be admitted to the First Examination 
until after the termination of the second winter session of 
professional study at a recognised medical school ; nor to 
the Second, or Pass Examination, until after the termination 
of four years of professional study. 

The College does not admit to the Paes Examination any 
candidate (not exempted from registration) whose name has 
not been entered in the Medical Students’ Register at least 
four years. 

Any candidate who shall be rejected at the First Examina- 
tion will not be re-admitted to examination until after the 
lapse of three months, and will be required to produce a 
certificate of the performance of dissections, or other profes- 
sional study satisfactory to the examiners, during that time. 

Any candidate who shall be rejected at the Second, or 
Pass Examination, will not be re-admitted to examination

| until after the lapse of six months, and will be required to 

produce a certificate of attendance on the practice of a

Every candidate intending to present himself for ex- 

amination is required to give fourteen days’ notice in 
writing to the registrar of the College, at the same time 
transmitting the following certificates:—For the First 
Examination: Evidence of baving passed an Arte Exam- 
ination; of having been duly registered as a medical 
student ; and of having completed the second winter session 
of professional study at a recognised medical school. For 
| the Second, or Pass Examination: Evidence of having 
completed four years of professional study, as required by 
the College; of having attained the age of twenty-one 
years; of instruction and proficiency in the practice of 
| Vaccination, signed by a vaccinator appointed or recognised 
by the Local Government Board; of having attended not 
less than twenty labours; and of baving discharged the 
duties of clinical clerk, and performed the duties of dresser, 
for periods of not less than three months. A testimonial 
of moral character is required of every candidate. 

Blank forms of the required certificates of attendance on 
hospital practice and on lectures may be obtained on

The fee for the College licence is fifteen guineas,* of 
which five guineas are to be paid on admission to the First 
Examination, which fee will not be returned to any candidate 
| rejected at this examination, but will be allowed in the 

fee for the licence, and he will be admitted to one sub-

| tional fee. 
Any candidate who shall be rejected at the Second or 
| Pass Examination will have the fee paid on admission to 
this examination returned to him, less three guineas.

REGULATIONS RESPECTING THE EDUCATION AND EXAMINATION 
OF CANDIDATES FOR THE DIPLOMA OF MiMBER, 


Preliminary General Education and Ezamination.—Candi- 
dates who commenced their professional education on or 
after lst January, 1861, will be required to produce one or 
other of the certificates of proficiency granted by the edu- 
cational bodies specified in the recommendations of the 
General Medical Council. Candidates who sball not be 
able to produce one or other of those certificates will 
be required to pass an examinationt in English, Classics, 
and Mathematics, conducted by the Board of Examiners of 
the Royal College of Preceptors, under the direction and 
supervision of this College. 

h candidate is required to pay a fee of £2 on the 
morning of the first day of the examination prior to his 
admission thereto. The next examination will be held on 
or about the third Tuesday or Wednesday in December. 
The exact dates of the examinations will be duly advertised, 
when fixed, in the medical journals; and candidates are 
required to send in the prescribed forms of application not 
less than three weeks before the examination. 

Professional Education.—Professional studies prior to the 
date at which the candidate shall have passed en examina- 
tion in general knowledge, in conformity with the preceding 
regulation, are not recognised. 

The following will be considered as the commencement 
of professional education :—Attendance on the practice of 
a hospital or other public institution recognised by this Col- 
lege for that purpose. Instruction as the pupil of a legally 
qualified surgeon, holding the appointment of surgeon to a 
hospital, general dispensary, or union workhouse, or where 
such opportunities of practical instraction are afforded as

ledge. 3. Of having attended lectures on Anatomy during 
two winter sessions. 4. Of having performed Dissections 
during not less than two winter sessions. 5. Of having 
attended lectures on General Anatomy and Physiology 
during one winter session. 6. Of having attended a prac- 
tical course of General Anatomy and Physiology during 
another winter or a summer session, consisting of not less 
than thirty meetings of the class. 7. Of having attended 
lectures on Surgery during one winter session. 8. Of having 
attended a course of Practical Surgery during a period 
occupying not less than six months prior or subsequent to 
the course required by the preceding clause (7). 9. Of 
having attended one course of lectures on each of the 
following subjects— namely, Chemistry, Materia Medica, 
Medicine, Forensic Medicine, Midwifery (with practical 
instruction, and a certificate of having personally conducted 
not less than ten labours), Pathological Anatomy during 
not less than three months. 10. Of having studied Prac- 
tical Pharmacy during three months. 11. Of having 
attended a three months’ course of Practical Chemistry 
(with manipulations) in its application to medical study. 
12. Of instruction and proficiency in the practice of Vac- 
cination. 13. Of having attended at a recognised hospital 
or hospitals the Practice of Surgery during three winter 
and two summer sessions. 14. Of having been individually 
cnqnant. at least twice in each week, in the observation 
and examination of patients at a recognised hospital or 
hospitals, under the direction of a recognised teacher, 
during not less than'three months. 15. Of having, subse- 
gen” to the first winter session of attendance on Surgical 

ospital Practice, attended, at a recognised hospital or 
hospitals, Clinical Lectures on Surgery, during two winter 
and two summer sessions. 16. Of having been a Dresser at 
@ recognised hospital, or of having, subsequently to the 
completion of one year’s professional education, taken 

of patients under the superintendence of a surgeon 
durivg not less than six moaths, at a hospital, general dis- 
pensary, or parochial or union infirmary recognised for 
this purpose, or in such other similar manner as, in the 
opinion of the Council, shall afford sufficient opportunity 
for the acquirement of Practical Surgery. 17. Of having 
attended during the whole period of attendance on Surgical 
Hospital Practice (see Clause 13) demonstrations in the 
post-mortem room of a recognised hospital. 18. Of having 
attended, at a recognised hospital or hospitals, the Practice 
of Medicine, and Clinical Lectures on Medicine, during one 
winter and one summer session. 

Blank forms of the required certificates may be obtained 
on — to the Secretary, and all necessary certificates 
will be retained at the College. 

Certificates will not be received on more than one branch 
of science from one and the same lecturer; but Anatomy 
and Diesections will be considered as one branch of science. 

Certificates will not be recognised from any hospital in 
the United Kingdom unless the surgeons thereto be mem- 
bers of one of the legally constituted Colleges of Surgeons 
in the United Kingdom ; nor from any School of Anatomy 
and Pugelology or Midwifery, unless the teachers in such 
‘echool members of some legally constituted Col of 
Physicians or Surgeons in the United Kingdom; nor 
any School of Surgery, unless the teachers in such school 





be members of one of the legally constituted Colleges of 
Surgeons in the United Kingdom. 

No metropolitan hospital will be recognised by this Col- 
lege which contains less than 150, and no provincial or 
colonial hospital which contains less than 100 patients. 

Certificates of attendance upon the practice of a reco- 
gnised provincial or colonial hospital unconnected with, or 
not in convenient proximity to, a recognised medical school, 
will not be received for more than one winter and one 
summer session of the hospital attendance required by the 
regulations of this College; and in such cases clinical 
lectures will not be necessary, but a certificate of having 
acted as dresser for the period of at least six months will 
be required. 

Certificates will not be received from candidates who 
have studied in London, unless they shall have registered 
at the College their cards of admission to attendance on 
lectures and hospital practice within fifteen days from the 
commencement of the session ; nor from candidates who have 
studied in the provincial schools of England, unless their 
names shall be duly returned from their respective schools. 

At their first registration in October, candidates will be 
required to produce a certificate of having passed one or 
other of the recognised preliminary examinations. 

Those candidates who shall have pursued the whole of 
their studies in Scotland or Ireland will be admitted to ex- 
amination upon the production of the several certificates 
required respectively by the College of Surgeons of Edin- 
burgh, the Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow, 
and the College of Sargeons in [reland, from candidates for 
their diploma, together with a certificate of instruction and 
proficiency in the practice of Vaccination, and satisfac 
evidence of having been oceupied, subsequently to the date 
of passing the Preliminary Examination, at least four entire 
years in the acquirement of professional knowledge ; and, 
in the case of candidates who shall have pursued the whole 
of their studies at ised foreign or colonial universities, 
upon the production of the several certificates required for 
their degree by the authorities of such universities, together 
with a certificate of instruction and proficiency in the prac- 
tice of Vaccination, and satisfactory evidence of having 
been occupied, subsequently to the date of passing the 
Preliminary Examination, at least four entire years in the 
acquirement of professional knowledge. 

Mewbers or licentiates of any legaily-constituted Co! 
of Surgeons in the United Kingdom, and graduates 
Sargery of any university ised for this purpose by 
this College, will be admitted to examination on producin 
their diploma, licence, or together with proof o' 
being twenty-one years of age, a certificate of instraction 
and proficiency in the practice of Vaccination, and satis- 
factory evidence of having been occupied, subsequently to 
the date of passing the Preliminary Examination, at least 
four years in the acquirement of professional knowledge. 

Graduates in Medicine of any Jegally-constituted college 
or university, recognised for this purpose by this College, 
will be admitted to examination on adducing, together with 
their diploma or degree, proof of being twenty-one years of 
age, a certificate of instruction and proficiency in the prac- 
tice of Vaccination, and satisfactory evidence of having 
been occupied, subsequently to the date of passing the Pre- 
liminary Examination, at least four entire years in the 
acquirement of professional knowledge. 

Professional Ezamination.—This examination is divided 
into two parts. The First or Primary Examination, on 
Anatomy and Physiology, is partly written and partly demon- 
strative on the recently dissected subject, and on prepared 
parts of the human body. The Second or Pass Examination, 
on Sorgical Anatomy and the Principles and Practice of 
Surgery and Medicine,* is partly written, partly oral, and 
partly on the practical use of surgical apparatus and the 
practical examination of patients. The Primary Examina- 
tions are held in the months of January, April, May, July,

The fee of five guineas, paid prior to 
the Primary Examination, and allowed on the whole fee of 
£22 payable for the diploma, is retained ; and after any 
two consecutive failures at the Primary Examination the 
candidate is required to pay an additional fee of five guineas 
prior to being again admitted to that examination, which 
additional fee is also retained. Five guineas, part of the 
sums of £16 15s., the balance of the whole fee due for the 
diploma, and paid prior to the Pass Examination, is re- 
tained ; and after any two consecutive failures at the Pass 
Examination the candidate is required to pay an additional 
fee of £5 5s. prior to being again admitted to the Pass 
Examination, which additional fee is also retained. A can- 
didate having entered his name for either the Primary or 
Pass Examination, who shall fail to attend the meeting of 
the Court fur which be shall have received a card, will not 
be allowed to present himself for examination within the 
period of three months from the date at which he shall have 
80 failed to attend. A candidate referred on the Primary 
Examination is required, prior to his admission to re- 
examination, to produce a certificate of the performance of 
dissections during not less than three montbs, subsequently 
to the date of his reference. A candidate referred on the 
Pass Examination is required, prior to his admission to re- 
examination, to produce a certificate of at least six months’ 
further attendance on the surgical practice of a recognised 
hospital, together with lectures on Clinical Surgery, subse- 
quently to the date of his reference. 

For the diploma of Fellow, the regulations as to the 
Preliminary Examination are very nearly the same as for the 
Membership. 


THE CERTIFICATE OF QUALIFICATION IN MIDWIFERY. 


The examinations for this certificate are held in the 
months of February, May, August, and December. 

The fee for the certificate is as follows—namely: Persons 
who were fellows or members of this College prior to the 
lst January, 1853, two guineas. Persons admitted fellows 
or members of this College subsequently to the lst January, 
1853, three guineas. Persons producing any other diploma 
or certificate of degree which may be considered by the 
Council to afford satisfactory proof of sufficient surgical 
and medical education, three guineas. All other persons, 
ten guineas. 

THE DIPLOMA IN DENTAL SURGERY. 

Evamination.— The examination is partly written and 
partly oral. The written exam mation comprises General 
Anatomy and Physiology, and General Pathology and Sur- 
gery, with especial reference to the practice of the dental 
profession. ‘The oral practical examination comprises the 
several subjects included in the curriculum of professional 
education, and is conducted by the use of preparations, 
caste, drawings, &c. Members of the College, in the written 
examina'ion, will have to answer only those questions set 
by the section of the Board consisting of persons skilled in 
dental surgery; and in the oral examination will be ex- 
amined only by that section. A candidate whose qualifica- 
tions shall be found insufficient will be referred back to his 
studies, and will noi be admitted to re-examination within 
the period of six months, unless the Board shall otherwise 
determine. Examinations will be held in January and June. 
The fee for the diploma is ten guineas, over and above any 
stamp duty. 

Note.—All candidates who shall commence their profes- 
sional education on or after the 1st October, 1877, will be 
required to produce a certificate of having, prior to such 
commencement, passed the Preliminary Rxatentien in 
General Knowledge for the diploma of member of the 
College, or an examination recognised as equivalent to that 
examination. 





ROYAL COLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS, EDINBURGH. 
The Licence.—No one can obtain the licence of the College 
until he has completed the age of twenty-one years. 
Every applicant for the licence must produce a certifi- 








cate that he has studied Vaccination under a recognised 
teacher. 

Tbe Preliminary Examination in General Education pre- 
scribed by the General Medical Council must have been 
passed by each applicant, and his name inscribed in the 
Register of Medical Students, previous to the commence- 
ment of his medical studies. Masters and Bachelors of 
Arts of any British or foreign university, whose course of 
study may from time to time be approved by the > 
will be exempted from the Preliminary Examination ; 
those who have passed the examination of the national 
educational bodies, or of any recognised licensing board. 

The Professional Examination will be divided into two 
parts, according to the following arrangement of subjects:— 
1, Anatomy, Physiology, Chemistry. 2. Materia Medica 
and Pharmacy, Pathology and Pathological Anatomy, Prac- 
tice of Medicine, Surgery, Midwifery, Medical Jurispru- 
dence, Clinical Medicine. No candidate will be admitted to 
the first examination until the end of his second winter 
session, or to the second until he has completed four years 
of professional study. The examinations will be partly 
oral, partly in — 

Candidates for the licence of the College who have a a 
the First Professional Examination before a qualifying 
body (provided it be as extensive as that required by this 
College) will be at once admitted to the second part of the 
examination. 

Meetings for the examination of candidates who alread 

ssess a qualification from a recognised licensing body 
be held on the first Wednesday of every month (except 
September and October), and, if necessary, on the following 
days. Candidates are uired to communicate with the 
secretary to the College not less than eight days before the 
date of the examination at which they propose to appear. 

No candidate is admissible to examination who has been 
rejected by any licensing board within three months pre- 
vious to his examination. 

The fee payable by a licentiate is £15 15s. In the event 
of a candidate being unsuccessful at his eramination, the 
sum of £2 2s. will be retained to defray expenses. 

Candidates may be admitted to special examination, on 
other days than those appointed above, on bringing forward 
reasons satisfactory to the Council, and on paying an extra 
fee of £5 5s. Should the candidate be unsuccessful, the 
sum of £8 8s. will be returned to him. 

The Membership.— Any licentiate of a College of Physicians, 
or graduate of a British or Irish university, with whose 
knowledge of medical and general science the College may 
be satisfied, may be admitted a member of the College, pro- 
vided he shall have attained the age of twenty-four years. 

The Fellowship.—No one can be elected a Fellow of the 


College until he bas been at least one year a member ° 


thereof, and has attained the age of twenty-five years. 

The fee to be paid by a member is £31 10s. Whena 
licentiate is raised to the rank of a member, he pays £21. 
When a member ix raised to the rank of a fellow, the fee is 
£31 10s., exclusive of stamp duty, which amounts to £25. 
All candidates for fellowship or membership must lodge 
their fees, and the amount of stamp duty payzble at the 
time to Government, with the treasurer, previously to pre- 
senting their petitions. 

Qualification in Public Health.—The College now confers 
certificates of competency in Public Health. Examinations 
are held in April and October. Fee for certificate £10 10s. 





ROYAL COLLEGE OF SURGEONS, EDINBURGH. 


Every candidate for a surgical diploma must have fol- 
lowed his course of study in a university, or in an established 
school of medicine, or in a provincial school ree | re- 
cognised by the College of Surgeons of that division of the 
United Kingdom in which it is situate. 

Preliminary Ezamination.—All students who intend be- 
coming candidates for the diploma of the College must have 
passed the complete examination in general education as 
prescribed by the General Medical Council, and have had 
their names inscribed in the Register of Medical Students 
at the commencement of their professional studies. Testi- 
monials of proficiency granted by educational bodies re- 
cognised by the Medical Council exempt students from the 
Preliminary Examination. 

Professional Education.—Candidates commencing profes- 
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sional study after Sept. 16th, 1866, must have been engaged 
during four years, after the examination in general educa- 
tion, in professional study, which shall include not less than 
four winter sessions’, or three winter and two summer ses- 
sions’ attendance at a recognised medical school. 

Professional Examination.—Candidates are subjected to 
two Professional Examinations, conducted at separate 
sittings, partly in writing and partly orally. 

The First Examination embraces Anatomy, Physiology, 
and Chemistry. 

Candidates who desire to pass the First Professional Ex- 
amination must apply to the Secretary on or before the 
Saturday preceding the day of examination, and must pro- 
duce tickets and certificates of attendance in regard to all 
those courses of study which have reference to the subjeets 
of that examination. They must also produce evidence of 
having passed the Preliminary Examination. 

The sum of £6 6s. must be paid to the treasurer of the 
College for this examination not later than 10 a.m. of the 
day preceding it. This sum will be considered as paid to 
account of the entire fee of £15 15s. payable for the diploma. 

The Second Examination embraces Surgery and Surgical 
Anatomy; also Medicine, Midwifery, Materia Medica, and 
Medical Jurisprudence; and does not take place before the 
termination of the winter session of the last year of study. 
In the case of candidates who began their course of study 
after 16th September, 1866, it will not take place till four 
years after the examination in general education. 

Application for examination must be made to the secre- 
tary not later than the Tuesday previous to the day of the 
First Examination. 

Every candidate must produce to the secretary—1. Satis- 
factory evidence of his having attained the age of twenty- 
one years, and of having been duly registered. 2. ‘I'he 
tickets and certificates of his classes. 3. The certificate of 
his having passed the First Professional Examination. And 
4. Atabular statement (for which a printed form will be 
furnished) exhibiting the full amount of his professional 
education, and distinguishing the classes, hospitals, dispen- 
saries, and schools attended during each session of his 
studies. If he have been an apprentice, he must also 
insert the name of his master, and the date of his indenture. 
This statement, accurately filled up, must be attested by 
his signature, and will be preserved by the College. 

If the candidate have been an apprentice to a Fellow of 
the College, he must also produce his discharged indenture. 

The rémaining fee payable to the College (being £9 9s), 
together with the receipt for the fee paid for tbe First 
Professional Examination, must be lodged not later than 
10 a.m. of the day preceding the examination day in the 
hands of the treasurer, who will certify this upon the 
secretary’s letter. £5 5s. will be returned to unsuccessful 
candidates. 

Candidates who have passed the First Examination in 
Anatomy, Physiology, and Chemistry, at any of the licensing 
boards recognised by the Medical Act, will be admissible to 
the Second Professional Examination on producing certifi- 
cates of the whole course of study, of having passed their 
Preliminary and First Professional Examinations, and of 
having been registered. If any of the three subjects of the 
first examination have been omitted, such candidates will 
have to undergo an examination on the omitted subjects; 
and none of the subjects set down will be omitted at the 
second examination, even if some of them should have 
formed part of the first examination by another board. The 
fee will be £15 15s. Unsuccessful candidates under this 
regulation will receive back £11 11s. 

In order to test more effectually the practical knowledge 
of candidates, recent dissections, anatomical specimens, and 
articles of the materia medica will be employed during the 
examinations: and all candidates will be required to write 
out formule of prescriptions. They will also be subjected 
to a practical clinical examination in the surgical hos- 
| em penting the application of surgical apparatus, 

es, &e. 

No candidate shall be admissible to examination who has 
‘been rejected by any other licensing board within the three 
months preceding his application to be examined. 

Those candidates who have passed the First Professional 
Examination before the 3lst December, 1876, will be re- 
quired to pay, as under the old regulation, a fee of £6 for 
the second examination, provided they appear for that ex-

ROYAL COLLEGES OF PHYSICIANS AND SURGEONS, 
EDINBURGH. 


The Royal College of Physicians of Edinburgh, and the 
Royal College of Surgeons of Edinburgh, while they still 
continue to give their diplomas separately, under separate 
regulations, have made arrangements by which, after one 
series of examinations, the student may obtain the diplomas 
of both Colleges. The general principle of this joint ex- 
amination is, that itshall be conducted by a board in which 
each body is represented in those branches which are com- 
mon to both medicine and surgery; but that the College of 
Physicians shall take exclusive charge of the examination 
in Medicine, and the College of Surgeons of the examina- 
tion in Sargery. The object of the joint examination is to 
give to students facilities for obtaining from two separate 
bodies, and at less expense, a qualification in Medicine and 
a qualification in Surgery. Students passing that exami- 
nation successfully will be enabled to register two qualifica- 
tions under the Medical Act—Licentiate of the Royal 
College of Physicians of Edinburgh, and Licentiate of the 
Royal College of Surgeons of Edinburgh. The arrangement 
for thus conferring a double qualification by the co operation 
of the two Colleges is in conformity with section 19 of the 
Medical Act, and has received the special sanction of the 
General Council of Medical Education and Registration. 





FACULTY OF PHYSICIANS AND SURGEONS 
OF GLASGOW." 


Preliminary Examinations in General Literature, in ac- 
cordance with the regulations of the General Council, will 
be held in the Faculty Hall during the session 1876-77 on 
the following days, commencing at 11 o'clock — namely, 
Friday, Sept. 15th, and Friday, Oct. 20th, 1876; Friday, 
April 20th, Friday, July 20th, and Friday, 14th September, 
1877; and on each occasion the examination will be con- 
tinued on the succeeding day. Those who are unsuc- 
cessful may appear at one subsequent examination without 
paying a second fee. The fee for the examination and 
certificate is 10s., payable to the secretary previous to the 
examination. 

The course of study for the diploma and the regulations 
generally correspond with those required by the Royal Col- 
lege of Surgeons of Edinburgh. 

The professional examinations are held at four periods in 
1877—in January, April, July, and October. In 1876 the 
examinations are held on the second Tuesday of each month. 
The following are the dates at which the first examination 
will begin in 1877:—9th Jan., 5th April, 10th July, and 
9th Oct. The second examination will begin in that year 
on 16th Jan., 10th April, 24th Jaly, and 23rd Oct. Candi- 
dates will not be admitted to the final examination until 
the expiry of four years from the date of registration, which 
period must embrace at least three winter and two summer 
sessions, or four winter sessions, of study at a medical 
school, 

The regulations regarding examinations are nearly similar 
to those of the Royal College of Surgeons of Edinburgh. 

The fee for the diploma in 1876 is £10—2£4 for the first 
and £6 for the second examination. In 1877 the fee for the 
diploma will be fifteen guineas—six guineas for the first and 
nine guineas for the second examination; but candidates 
who have passed the first examination before 1877 will be 
admitted to the second examination on paying the fee 
formerly chargeable. 


REGULATIONS REGARDING THE DOUBLE QUALIFICATION. 
The Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons of Glasgow, and 
the Royal College of Physicians, Edinburgh, grant their 
diplomas conjointly before a board of examiners in which 
each body is represented, the object being to give to students 
facilities for obtaining from two separate bodies, and at less 
expense, a double qualification in Medicine and Surgery.

evidence satisfactory to the College, in each individual case, 
of having attended Practical Midwifery. Candidates must 
also produce certificates of character from two registered 
pbysicians or surgeons. 

A candidate who has already obtained a medical or sur- 
gical qualification recognised by the College is required to 
produce his diploma or certificate of registration, the cer- 
tificate of Practical Midwifery, and testimonials as to 
character. 

The examinations are held on the second Tuesday and 
two following days in each month, except August and Sep- 
tember.

It is also re- 
quired that the candidate shall have had opportunities of 
practical instruction as house-surgeon or dressers in a re- 
cognised hospital. Certificates of attendance on the several 
courses of lectures required to be attended by candidates 
for Letters Testimonial, together with one course of lectures 
on Comparative Anatomy, and one course of lectures on 
Natural Philosophy.

Midwifery —Any Fellow or Licentiate of the College may 
be admitted to an examination for the diploma in Midwifery

THE SOCIETY OF APOTHECARIES, LONDON. 


Every candidate for a Certificate of Qualification to prac- 
tise as an Apothecary will be required to produce testimo- 
niale—Of having passed a Preliminary Examioation in 
Arts, as a test of general education. Of having attained 
the full age of twenty-one years. Of good moral conduct. 
Of baving had three months’ Practical Pharmacy from some 
recognised hospital or dispensary, or from a qualified prac- 
titioner (the apprenticeship not being required). And of 
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having pursued a course of medical study in conformity 
with the regulations of the Court. Of having served the 
office of clinical clerk at a recognised hospital during the 
period of six weeks at least; and also that they have been 
examined at the class examinations instituted by the various 
lecturers and professors of their respective medical schools 
and colleges. 

Course of Study.—Every candidate must attend the fol- 
lowing lectures and medical practice during not less than 
three winter and two summer sessions; each winter session 
to consist of not less than six months, and to commence 
not sooner than the Ist nor later than the 15th of October ; 
and each summer session to extend from the 1st of May to 
the 31st of July. 

First Year.—Winter Session: Chemistry, Anatomy and 
Physiology, Dissections. Summer Session: Botany, Ma- 
teria Medica and Therapeutics, Practical Chemistry.* 

Second Year.—Winter Session: Anatomy and Physiology, 
including Dissections and Demonstrations ; Principles and 
Practice of Medicine ; Clinical Medical Practice. Summer 
Session: Midwifery and Diseases of Women and Children, 
and Vaccination;+ Forensic Medicine and Toxicology ; 
Clinical Medical Practice. 

Third Year.—Winter Session: Principles and Practice of 
Medicine, Clinical Medical Lectures, Morbid Anatomy, 
Clinical Medical Practice. 

No certificates of lectures or of anatomical instructions 
delivered in private to particular students, apart from the 
ordinary classes of recognised public medical schools, can 
be received by the Court of Examiners. 

All students are required personally to register the several 
tickets of admission to lectures and medical practice within 
the first fifteen days of the months of October and May. 

Ezamination in Arts.—An Examination in Arts will take 

lace at the Hall three times in the year—viz., on the last 
day and Saturday in the months of January, April, and 
September.t The fee for the examination is one guinea; 
and this must be paid at least one week before the day of 
examination. If a candidate fail to pass the examination, 
the fee will not be returned to him, but he will be admissi- 
ble to either, or to both, of the two next following examina- 
tions without payment of an additional fee, upon giving at 
least one week’s notice. To prevent the necessity of candi- 
dates who are desirous of entering to the Preliminary Exami- 
nation in Arts of attending personally to sign their names, 
and also for the purpose of identification, a notice (the form 
of which will be supplied) must be written by the candidate, 
in the presence of a magistrate, clergyman, or « registered 
medical practitioner, and sent to Mr. Sergeant, at the Apo- 
thecaries’ Hall, with the fee, at least one week before the 
day of such examination. Testimonials of Proficiency in

the Apothecaries’ Hall, Dublin, will be admitted toa clinical 
and practical examination in the Practice of Medicine, 
Midwifery, Forensic Medicine, and Toxicology. 

3. Any candidate who has passed his first examination for 
the licence of the King and Queen’s College of Physicians, 
Ireland; the joint licence of the Royal Colleges of Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons, Edinburgh, or for the single licence 
of the College of Physicians, Edinburgh ; the licence of the 
Faculty of Physicians and Surgeons, Glasgow; the first 
Professional Examination for the degree of M.B., or Master 
in Surgery, in the Universities of Oxford, Cambridge, or 
London; or the second part of the Professional Examina- 
tion for the degree of M.B., or Master in Surgery, in the 
Universities of Edinburgh, Aberdeen, St. Andrews, and 
Glasgow ; or the First Examination for medical and surgical 
degrees in the Irish universities ; or the First Examination 
for the licence of the Apothecaries’ Company, Dublin, will 
be admitted to a single examination in Anatomy and 
Materia Medica (to those candidates who have not undergone 
an examination in those subjects), Practice of Medicine, 
Pathology, Therapeutics, Midwifery, Forensic Medicine, 
and Toxicology, which examination will be partly written 
and partly vivd voce. 

4. Members of the Royal College of Surgeons, England ;

All — candidates, unless registered, will be required 
to produce their diploma. 

The examination of candidates for certificates of qualifi-

Any candidate who presents himself for the first examina- 
tion, and is rejected, may be admitted to re-examination at 
the expiration of three months.

| amination. He must produce an extract from the register 
of his birth, or in default a declaration made before a magis- 
trate by one of his parents or guardians, giving his exact 
age. He must also produce a recommendation from some 
person of standing in society—not a member of his own 
family—to the effect that he is of regular and steady 
habits, and likely in every respect to prove creditable to the 
department if a commission be granted; and also a cer- 
tificate of moral character from the parochial clergyman, if 
| possible. 
| 2. The candidate must sign a declaration upon honour 
that both his parents are of unmixed European blood, and 
| that he labours under no mental or constitutional disease, 
| bor has any hereditary tendency thereto, nor any imper- 
| fection or disability that can interfere with the efficient dis- 
| charge of the duties of a medical officer in any climate: 
| also that he does not hold, and has never held, any com- 
mission or appoiniment in the public services. His physical 
| fitness will be determined by a board of medical officers, 
| who are required to certify that the candidate’s vision is 
sufficiently good to enable him to perform any surgical 
| operation without the aid of glasses. A moderate degree 
| of myopia will not be considered a disqualification, pro- 
| vided it does not necessitate the use of glasses during the 
performance of operations, and that no organic disease of 
the eyes exists. The Board must also certify that he is free 
from organic or other disease, and from constitutional weak- 
ness, or tendency thereto, or other disability of any kind 
likely to unfit him for military service in any climate. 

3. Certificates of age, registration of diplomas, &c., and 
of character, must accompany the declaration when signed 
and returned. 

4. Candidates will be examined by the Examining Board 
in the following compulsory subjects, and the highest num- 
ber of marks attainable will be distributed as follows :— 
(a2) Anatomy and Physiology, 1000; (b) Surgery,* 1000; 
(c) Medicine,*including Therapeutics, the Diseases of Women 
and Children, 1000; (d) Chemistry and Pharmacy, and a 
practical knowledge of drugs, 100.

| candidate for the Army Medical Service will be determined 
by the result of the examinations in these subjects only. 

Examinations will also be held in the following voluntary

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ARMY MEDICAL SCHOOL.—INDIAN MEDICAL SERVICE. 
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The pay of officers shall be issued monthly in arrear. 

Admission to the Army Medical Department shall be by 
public competition. 

Every candidate for appointment to the Army Medical 
Department shall possess two diplomas or licences, one to 
practise Medicine and the other Surgery in Great Britain 
or Ireland, and be registered under the Medical Act in force 
at the time of his appointment. 

A successful candidate, who, having passed through a 
course of instruction at the Army Medical School at Netley, 
in Military Medicine, Surgery, Hygiene, and Pathology, 
shall have proved, after examination, that he possesses a 
competent knowledge of those subjects, shall receive a com- 
mission as surgeon for a limited period of ten years’ service 
on full pay. From the date of joining at Netley, and up to 
that of passing his final examination, a candidate shall 
receive 5s. a day. 

On the completion of ten years’ commissioned service, 
unless the surgeon be specially selected for further employ- 
ment in the Medical Department of the Army, or if he be 
unwilling to continue to serve therein, his services shall be 
dispensed with; and he shall be entitled to receive, in lieu 
of all pension or retirement (pension for wounds excepted), 
the sum of £1000. 

ARMY MEDICAL SCHOOL. 
Royal Victoria Hospital, Netley. 

All gentlemen who have been successful in the competi- 
tive examinations, held twice a year (February and August), 
in London, for appointments in the medical services of the 
Army (British and Indian) and of the Navy, attend sub- 
sequently, at the Royal Victoria Hospital, a course of 

ractical instruction in the duties they will have to perform 
in the public services. The course lasts four months; 
at the end of the session an examination is held to 
ascertain the progress made by the candidates, who are 
afterwards gazetted as surgeons, taking their seniority 
according to the aggregate number of marks then gained 
at both the London and the Netley examinations. The 
lectures on Military Surgery include gunshot and other 
wounds; arrangements for the transport of wounded; 
duties of army surgeons in the field, during sieges, on 
transports, &c.; and otherspecial subjects. Those on Mili- 
tary Medicine refer to the tropical and other diseases of the 
British possessions and colonies, and to the losses by disease 
in peace and war, at home and abroad. The lectures on 
Hygiene comprise the examination of water and air, of food, 
clothing, &c., of the soldier, his duties and exercise, and 
the circumstances affecting his health; the subjects of 
meteorology, statistics, and the prevention of the different 
diseases met with in the army, on home or foreign service. 
The lectures on Pathology have reference chiefly to Morbid 
Anatomy and the scientific examination of tropical diseases, 
and of other complaints which the army surgeon is especially 
called on to investigate. The candidates also attend the 
wards of the hospital to study the diseases of invalids under 
the Professors of Medicine and Surgery, the system of recruit- 
ing, and the modes of keeping the army medical returns and 
records. ‘They are also called on to make post-mortem 
examinations, to operate on the dead body, and pass through 
courses of practical instruction in the laboratory on the 
modes of recognising the qualities and adulterations of 
food, and in the microscope-room on the modes of micro- 
scopic examination of morbid tissues and of adulterations of 
food, &c. Visits are also paid at stated intervals to the 
lunatic hospital attached to the Royal Victoria Hospital, 
and instruction is given by the surgeon-major in charge. 





INDIAN MEDICAL SERVICE. 
India Office, St. James’s-park, 8.W. 

All natural-born subjects of Her Majesty, between twenty- 
two and twenty-eight years of age at the date of examina- 
tion, and of sound bodily health, may be candidates for the 
appointment of Surgeon in Her Majesty’s Indian Medical 
Service. They may be married or unmarried. 

They must subscribe and send in to the Military Secretary, 
India Office, Westminster, proofs of their qualification similar 
to those required by the Army Medical Department. 

, diplomas, licences, and certificates of their regis- 
tration, in accordance with the Medical Act of 1858, must be 
lodged at the India Office, for examination and registry, at 





least one fortnight before the candidate appears for examina- 
tion. The regulations, subjects, and times for examination 
are the same as for the Army Medical Department. Pas- 
sage allowance to India on appointment will be given, ora 
passage provided. When passages are provided on board 
the Indian troopsbips, a charge for messing will be made 
at the rate laid down in the Royal Passage Warrant of 
1865. Pay at 10s. a day will be allowed from date of passing 
Final Examination at the Army Medical School. 

Indian allowances and time of service for pension will 
reckon from the date of arrival in India. The period of 
residence at the Army Medical School wil! reckon as service 
for the full-pay pension only. 

Surgical instruments are provided in India by the Govern- 
ment for the use of medical officers. 





NAVAL MEDICAL SERVICE. 
Admiralty, 9, New-street, Spring-gardens, S.W. 

Every candidate desirous of presenting himself for ad- 
mission to the Naval Medical Service must not be under 
twenty-one nor over twenty-eight years of age. He must 
produce a certificate from the district registrar, in which 
the date of birth is stated; or, if this cannot be obtained, 
an affidavit from one of the parents or other near relative, 
who can attest the date of birth, will beaccepted. He must 
also produce a certificate of moral character. The candi- 
date must make a declaration that he labours under no 
mental or constitutional disease, nor any imperfection or 
disability that can interfere with the most efficient discharge 
of the duties of a medical officer in any climate. He must 
also attest his readiness to engage for general service, and 
to proceed on foreign service when required to do so. The 
candidate must be registered under the Medical Act in force 
at the time of his appointment as licensed to practise medi- 
cine and surgery in Great Britain or Ireland. 

Candidates will be examined by the Examining Board in 
the following subjects :—Anatomy and Physiology ; Surgery ; 
Medicine (including Therapeutics and the Diseases of Women 
and Children) ; Chemistry and Pharmacy, and a practical 
knowledge of Drugs. (The Examination in Medicine and 
Surgery will be in part practical, and will include opera- 
tions on the dead body, the application of surgical appa- 
ratus, and the examination of medical and surgical patients 
at the bedside). The eligibility of each candidate for the 
Naval Medical Service will be determined by the result of 
the examinations in these subjects only. 

Candidates who desire it will be examined in Comparative 
Anatomy, Zoology, Natural Philosophy, Physical Geography, 
and Botany, with special reference to Materia Medica, also 
in French and German, and the number of marks gained 
in these subjects will be added to the total number of marks 
obtained in the obligatory part of the examination by can- 
didates who shall have been found qualified for admission, 
and whose position on the list of successful competitors will 
thus be improved in proportion to their knowledge of these 
branches of science.

PROVINCIAL MEDICAL SCHOOLS. 
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CHANGES AT THE METROPOLITAN AND 
PROVINCIAL MEDICAL SCHOOLS. 


Tue changes among the teachers in the metropolitan 
medical schools, and in the hospitals attached to them, have 
been comparatively few during the year. The authorities 
of Middlesex Hospital have had to mourn the loss of an old 
and valued teacher and gifted surgeon, in the death of Mr. 
Campbell De Morgan, while those at St. Mary’s Hospital 
received an equal shock by the premature d of their 
senior assistant surgeon and lecturer on Anatomy, Mr. 
Gascoyen. Dr. Gibb had already severed his official con- 
nexion with Westminster Hospital when he died. These 
are the only changes caused by death. The resignations 
of younger men have perbaps been rather more numerous 
than usual. Mr. Fairlie Clarke resigned his appointment 
as assistant-surgeon to the Charing-cross Hospital, in order 
to leave London and settle in the country; and Mr. E. 
Sparks was obliged, on account of ill-health, to withdraw 
himself from the same hospital. Dr. Robert Liveing has 
given up the post of physician to the Middlesex Hospital, 
in order to bestow more time and attention on his favourite 
study of dermatology. Mr. Henry Arnott, one of the 
assistant surgeons to St. Thomas’s Hospital, bas, we fear, 
left the professional ranks altogether. The other changes 
have arisen from promotions, interchanges, rearrangements, 
the institution of new offices, and the extension of the 
tutorial staffs in the schools and hospitals. 

At Charing-cross, the vacancies in the hospital staff caused 
by the migration of Dr. Poore to University College Hos- 
pital, and by the resignation of Mr. Fairlie Clarke, have 
been filled by the appointment of Dr. T. Barlow as assist- 
ant-pbysician, and of Mr. R. J. Godlee as assistant-surgeon ; 
while Mr. A. Sangster has succeeded Mr. E. Sparks, who was 
unfortunately obliged, as we havesaid, on account of ill-health, 
to resign the post of physician for Skin Diseases. Mr. W. 
B. Houghton has been appointed Medical Registrar. The 
changes in the medical school consist chiefly of what may 
be designated a redistribution of seats. The duty of giving 
instruction in Diseases of Children, which formerly devolved 
on Dr. Pearson Irvine, has been undertaken by the newly- 
elected assistant-physician, Dr. Barlow; Dr. Irvine being 
now lecturer on Forensic Medicine, and one of the joint- 
lecturers on Public Health. Mr. Saunders has succeeded 
Dr. Irvine as lecturer on Botany; while to Dr. Forbes 
Winslow has been committed the charge of lecturing on 
Mental Diseases. Mr. Godlee is the teacher of Bandaging 
and Practical Anatomy. 

At Guy’s the only change that has occurred during the 
past year has been the appointment of Mr. W. H. A. Jacob- 
son as an additional assistant-surgeon. 

At King’s College Dr. L. Beale has succeeded Dr. Johnson 
in the chair of Medicine, the latter gentleman having been 
appointed professor of Clinical Medicine. Dr. Duffin has 
been appointed to the professorship of Pathological Anatomy. 
At the hospital Dr. Burney Yeo has been promoted to a 
physicianship with the charge of out-patients, Mr. William 
Rose has been made assistant-surgeon, and Mr. Duncan 
one of the Sambrooke registrars. 

At the London Hospital the changes have been compara- 
tively unimportant, the only new appointments being that 
of Dr. F. C. Turner as assistant-physician, and Dr. Herman 
assistant obstetric physician. Dr. Sutton has had the 
charge of in-patients assigned to him, and Dr. Fenwick 
succeeds him as physician with charge of out-patiente. 
Messrs. James Adams, Waren Tay, and McCarthy, have 
been also raised to the brevet rank of surgeons. Dr. 
Stephen Mackenzie has been appointed physician to the 
Skin Department. 








At the Middlesex Hospital, in consequence of the resigna- 
tion of Dr. Robert Liveing, Dr. Cayley was promoted to the 
rank of physician, while Dr. Sidney Coupland was appointed 
assistant-pbysician. Through the decease of Mr. Campbell 
De Morgan, Mr. Nunn has become the senior surgeon and 
Mr. George Critchett has been appointed ophthalmic surgeon, 
vice Mr. Hulke, who had retired from the cherge of the eye 
patients at this hospital. Since the death of Mr. De Morgan 
the lectures on the Principles and Practice of Surgery have 
been, and will continue to be, delivered by Mr. Hulke alone. 
Mr. W. Foster has been appointed lecturer on Chemistry, 
and Mr. J. Hartley junior demonstrator of Anatomy. 

No material changes have occurred at St. Bartholomew's 
during the past year, and the same may be said of 
St. George's. 

At St. Mary's, in consequence of the deplorable death 
of Mr. Gascoyen, an assistant-surgeoncy became vacant, 
to fill which Mr. Herbert Page was appointed. Mr. 
Hemsley has succeeded Dr. Trimen as lecturer on Botany. 
Mr. Norton, the senior assistant-surgeon, has been made 
lecturer on Surgery with Mr. James Lane, Mr. Edmund 
Owen succeeding Mr. Norton as lecturer on Anatomy. Mr. 
G. H. Hetherington is now the assistant demonstrator 
of Anatomy. 

At St. Thomas’s Hospital Mr. A. O. MacKellar has been 
appointed assistant-surgeon vice Mr. Henry Arnott resigned. 
Dr. Sharkey is the resident assistant-physician, Mr. H. H. 
Clutton the resident assistant-surgeon, Dr. T.C Charles the 
medical registrar, and Mr. C. H. Newby the surgical regis- 
trar. Dr. Bristowe has succeeded Dr. Peacock as one of the 
lecturers on the Theory and Practice of Medicine, while 
Dr. Payne has been appointed lecturer on General Pathology. 
Dr. A. Carpenter has been appointed to the new lectureship 
on State Medicine. 

At University College Hospital, with the exception of Mr. 
John Tweedy’s resignation of the post of assistant medical 
officer in the Skin Department, and the appointment of 
Mr, A. P. Gould surgical registrar, no important changes 
have occurred. Dr. Crocker, the medical registrar, has suc- 
ceeded Mr. Tweedy in the Skin Department. Dr. Poore has 
had assigned to him the charge of patients suffering from 
diseases of the throat, while Mr. Barker has been deputed 
to look to those «fflicted with diseases of the ear. In the 
College Mr. William Murrell has been elected the Sharpey 
scholar and Demonstrator of Physiology. 

At Westminster Hospital early in the year the late Dr. Gibb 
was obliged, on account of illness, to resign the post of 
physician. He did not, however, long survive his retire- 
ment. Dr. Sturges, the senior assistant-pbysician, was pro- 
moted to the rank of physician, and Dr. F. de Havilland 
Hall, the late medical registrar, was appointed to the vacant 
assistant-pbysicianship. Dr. A. H. Bennett has been made 
medical registrar. By the retirement of Mr. Holthouse a 
vacancy was caused in the surgical staff, which was sub- 
sequently filled by the appointment of Mr. Charles Mac- 
namara. An attempt has been made to enhance the value 
of the instruction afforded in the lecture-room by the 
appointment of Dr. Allchin and Dr. Hall as tutors for the 
junior students. 


The following are the chief changes that have occurred 
in the English provincial schools :— 

At Queen’s College, Birmingham, Mr. Bruce has succeeded 
Dr. A. Hill as lecturer on Chemistry, and Dr. Francis Warner 
has been appointed joint lecturer on Forensic Medicine and 
Toxicology. 

At the Bristol Medical School no material changes have 
taken place; and there has been but one at Cambridge 
where Dr. Creighton has been appointed to assist Professo 
Humphry in the Anatomy and Histology classes. 
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At the Leeds School of Medicine the following changes 
have occurred :—Dr. Major is lecturer on Mental Diseases 
im place of Dr. Crichton Browne, Mr. McGill has succeeded 
Mr. Oglesby as lecturer on Pathology, Mr. Frederick Green- 
wood has been appointed lecturer on Botany, and Mr. Robson 
a demonstrator of Anatomy. 

At the Durham University College of Medicine, Newcastle- 
on-Tyne Infirmary, Drs. Bramwell and Gibson have been 
appointed physicians. In the medical school, Dr. Hume 

, has succeeded the late Dr. Reoch as lecturer on Physiology ; 
Dr. McDiarmid has been appointed demonstrator of Ana- 
tomy, Medical Tutor, and lecturer on Practical Physiology ; 
Dr. Arnison has been appointed one of the lecturers on Sur- 
gery, and Dr. Bramwell a joint lecturer on Pathology. 

_ At the Liverpool Royal Infirmary School of Medicine, Dr. 
Steele, the lecturer on Midwifery, has been appointed to the 
new post of Obstetric Physician. 

At the Manchester Royal School of Medicine (Owens College), 
through the death of Mr. George Sontham, Mr. Lund has 
become sole lecturer on Surgery; Dr. Morrison Watson 
has succeeded Mr. Smith as professor of Anatomy; Dr. 
Ransome has been appointed lecturer on Materia Medica 
and Therapeutics; Mr. John Priestley, a demonstrator and 
assistant-lecturer on Physiology ; and Mr. Young, demon- 
strator and assistant-lecturer on Anatomy. 

At the Shefield School, Mr. Morton having resigned the 
chair of Physiology, Dr. Dyson has been appointed to 
deliver the lectures in conjunction with Dr. O’Keefe. Mr. 
Parker has resigned the chair of Surgery. Dr. Banham has 
been elected Physician to the Infirmary, vice Dr. Frank 
Smith, resigned. Dr. Drew has been appointed lecturer on 
Public Health. A third lecturer in Medicine will shortly be 
appointed. 

In the Scotch schools the changes have not been numerous. 

In the University of 4berdeen no changes have been made, 
but at the infirmary Dr. Will bas been promoted to the rank 
of surgeon, and Dr. Garden has been appointed assistant-

At the Edinburgh School of Medicine, Dr. M‘Kendrick has 
become sole lecturer on Physiology; Dr. Macadam is now 
associated with Mr. Falconer King as teacher of Practical 
Chemistry ; and Dr. Peel Ritchie has been appointed lecturer 
on Diseases of Children. 

In Anderson’s University, Glasgow, Dr. Dittmar has been 
appointed professor of Chemistry. 

In the Irish schools there have been few changes. Sub- 
joined are the chief : 

At the Royal College of Surgeons School, Dublin, Mr. Morgan 
has been succeeded by Mr. J. Stoker as lecturer on Anatomy. 

At Queen’s College, Cork, Dr. Charles has been elected to 
the lectureship on Anatomy and Physiology; Dr. Matthias 
O’Keefe has been appointed lecturer on Materia Medica and 
Pharmacy, and joint lecturer on Medical Jurisprudence. 

At Queen’s College, Belfast, Dr. Anderson has succeeded 
Dr. Charles as lecturer on Practical Anatomy. 





METROPOLITAN HOSPITALS AND MEDICAL 
SCHOOLS. 


Sr. BartHotomew’s Hosrirat anp Cotiecs.—The clini- 
eal practice of the hospital comprises a service of 710 beds, 
of which 676 are in the hospital at Smithfield, and 34 are 
for convalescent patients at Lauderdale House, Highgate. 

’ Appointments. — Four house-physicians and four 
house-surgeons are appointed annually, each of them holding 
office for one year, and provided with rooms by the hospital 
authorities. The fee payable for the house-physicianships 
and house-surgeoncies is only nominal. The midwifery 








is appointed for six months, and is eligible for re-election 
for a second term of six months. The assistant chloro- 
formist is appointed annually, and receives rooms and a 
salary of £25. No fee is paid for any of these appoint- 
mente. 

The clinical clerks, the obstetric clerks, the clerks to the 
medical out-patients, the dressers to the surgical out- 
patients, ana the dressers in the special departments are 
chosen from the diligent students. No fee is required for 
any of these appointments. Sixteen ward-dresserships are 
given annually to the students (of the second year) who pass 
the best examination in the subjects of study of the first and 
second year, or who may be otherwise especially recom- 
mended for such appointments. Other ward-dresserships 
may be obtained by payment of the usual fees. 

A College is attached to the hospital, in which students 
can reside, subject to the College regulations. By applying 
to the warden, students will obtain information respecti 
rooms in College, or will be advised respecting residence 
out of the hospital. 

Foundation and other Prizes.—Open Scholarship in Science 
(founded 1873). Thisscholarship, of the value of £100, tenable 
for one year, will becompeted for September 27th. Candidates 
must not be more than twenty-five years of age, and must 
not have entered to the medical or surgical practice of any 
metropolitan medical school. The subjects of examination 
are Physics, Chemistry, Botany, and Zoology.—Preliminary 
Scientific Exhibition (founded 1873). The subjects of ex- 
amination are identical with those of the Open Scholarshi 
in Science. This Exhibition, of the value of £50, is tenab! 
for one year. The examination is confined to students of 
the hospital of less than six months’ standing, and will be 
held October 27th —The Jeaffreson Exhibition, of the value 
of £20 yearly, and tenable for two years, is awarded, in 
October, to the student who p the best examination in 
the subjects of General Education.—A Senier Sch»larship, 
£50, in Anatomy, Physiology, and Chemistry.—Lawrence 
Scholarship, and Gold Medal, of the value of forty-five 
guineas (founded in 1873 by the family of the late Sir Wm. 
Lawrence). — Two Brackenbury Scholarships in Medicine 
and Surgery.—Junior Scholarships in the subjects of stady 
of the first year: 1. £50; 2. £30; 3. £20.—The Wix Prize 
is awarded for the best essay on a given subject. — The 
Bentley Prize for the best report on Sargical cases occur- 
ring in the wards of the hospital during the previous year. 
The Kirkes Gold Medal for Clinical Medicine.—The Hichens 
Prize for the best examination in “ Butler’s Analogy.”— 
Foster Prize for the best examination in Practical A 
(senior).—The Treasurer’s Prize for the best examination in 
Practical Anatomy (junior). 





CHarinG-cross Hosrrran anp Couiirer.—The fee for 
matriculation is £2 2s., to be paid on entering. Matricu- 
lated students pay proportionately lower fees, and are 
admitted without additional fee to the special courses in 
Practical Surgery, the lectures on Psychological Medicine, 
to the Physiological Laboratory for practica! instruction in 
Histology, and to the practice of the Royal Westminster 
Ophthalmic Hospital. ‘They alone are entitled to compete 
for the scholarships, medals, and prizes. 

Two Entrance Scholarships, of the value of £30 and £20 
respectively, tenable for one year, will be awarded annually 
in Botober, after a competitive examination in the following 
snhjects :—Compulsory, English, Latin, French, or German, 
Mathematics ; Optional (only one of which may be selected), 
Chemistry, Mathematics, German or French. 

Two scholarships are open for competition among the 
matriculated students: the Llewellyn Scholarship of £25, 
for students who have just completed their second year ; 
and the Golding Scholarship of £15, for students who have 
just completed their first year. The following medals are 
awarded annually: the Governors’ Clinical gold medal ; and 
silver and bronze medals in all classes. 





Sr. Gzorce’s Hosrrrat.—Perpetual pupils, by payment 
of £105, are entitled to admission to the medical and 
surgical practice ; to compete for prizes and exhibitions; to 
hold the appointments of house-physician and house-surgeon, 
assistant house-physician, aesistant house-surgeon, oph- 
thalmic assistant, and to become clinical clerks for two 
periods of three months each, and dressers for similar 





assistant is eee for a year, and is provided with rooms 
by the hospital authorities. The ophthalmic house-surgeon 


periods. The house-physician and house-surgeon now re- 
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ceive their board and lodging free, and no payment is made 
for the appointment. Clinical clerks and dressers are also 
appointed without payment. Gentlemen are admitted to 
the hospital practice and lectures required by the Colleges 
of Physicians and Surgeons and the Society of Apothecaries 
on payment of forty guineas at the commencement of the 
first winter session, forty guineas at the commencement of 
the second year of study, and ten guineas for each succeed- 
ing year, which entitles the pupil to hold the offices of 
clinical clerk and dresser for three months each, and to be- 
come a candidate for the offices of medical and surgical re- 
gistrar and demonstrator of anatomy and curator of the 
museum. ‘These are all salaried offices. The obstetric 
assistant is resident, with a salary of £100. He must be a 
legally qualified practitioner. 

Prizes.—The illiam Brown Exhibition of £100 per 
annum, tenable for two years; open to any pupil of St. 
George’s who is under twenty-five years of age, and who 
shall have obtained a diploma or licence entitling him to be 
registered as a practitioner of medicine or surgery in Eog- 
land, within two years previous to the period fixed for the 
examination (July). The examination is to test the pro- 
ficiency of the candidate in Medicine, Midwifery, and Sur- 
gery, including Ophthalmic Surgery. The William Brown 
Exhibition of £40 per annum, tenable for three years, for 
general fitness for the exercise of the medical profescion, 
and for moral conduct. Sir Charles Clarke’s Prize (interest 
of £200 Consols) for good conduct. The Thompson Medal 
and the Treasurer’s Clinical Prize for proficiency in the 
clinical examination of medical and surgical cases in the 
wards of the hospital, with observations on pathology and 
treatment. Sir Benjamin Brodie’s Clinical Prize in Surgery, 
for the best report of surgical cases which have occurred in 
the hospital during the preceding twelve months, with notes 
illustrative of their pathology. diagnosis, and treatment. 
The Acland Clinical Prize in Medicine, for the best report 
of medical cases which have occurred in the hospital during 
the preceding twelve months, accompanied by drawings, 
diagrams, and observations. The Henry Charles Johnson 
Memorial Prize, awarded at the end of the winter seesion 
to the pupil most distinguised in Practical Anatomy. The 
Brackenbury Prize in Medicine, value nearly £40; the 
Brackenbury Prize in Surgery, value nearly £40; open to 
all pupils of the hospital who on April 30th have not com- 
pleted the fourth year of study, although they may at the 
next ensuing examination (in May) possess a diploma en- 
titling them to practise medicine or surgery. 


Guy's Hosprrat.—House-physicians and honse-surgeons, 
obstetric residents, dressers, clinical and other clerks, are 
selected from the students according to merit, and without 
payment. The house-physicians hold office for a period of 
six months each—three months as junior, and three as 
senior. The main duty of the junior house-pbysician is to 
attend the medical out-patients three times a week, in a 
room adjoining that occupied by the assistant-physician for 
the day, and to prescribe for those patients who are not 
seen by him. The senior house-physician is chiefly occu- 
pied in the wards, which he visits twice a day. He assists 
the permanent medical officer in attending to all the emer- 
gencies that may arise in the absence of the physician. The 
evening clinical observations of temperature, &c., are chiefly 
made by him. He has separate rooms in the clinical build- 
ing, and is boarded at the charge of the hospital. The 
house-surgeons hold office for a period of four months, 
acting as junior for the first two months, and as senior 
for the last two months. The junior house-surgeon is 
provided with commons. He has the general superin- 
tendence of the surgical casualty department, and assists 
his senior when required. The senior house-surgeon resides 
in the hospital, and is boarded free of expense. In the ab- 
sence of the surgeons and assistant-surgeons he has the 
general superintendence of the surgical wards. The dressers 
are selected from those gentlemen who have completed their 
third winter session, and who have been surgical ward 
clerks. They hold office for six months each. Three are 
attached to each surgeon. During their week of special 
duty they reside in the hospital, and board with the house- 
surgeons free of expense. The obstetric residents, two in 
number, reside and are boarded in the hospital. Each holds 
office for two months—one month as junior, and one month 
as senior. Their duties are to accompany the pupils to 


their first cases of labour, to assist them in difficult cases, 
and to superintend generally the working of the lying-in

the sanction of one of the obstetric physicians.

For Students in their 
third year: First prize, £35; second prize, £20. Subjects— 
Medicine, Surgery, Midwifery, and Medical Jurisprudence. 
For Senior Students: The Treasurer’s Gold Medal in Medi- 
cine; the Treasurer's Gold Medal in Surgery; the Gurney 
Hoare Prize of £25, for Clinical Medicine and Surgery. 
The Physical Society awards the following prizes: One of 
£5 to the momber who sends in the best essay and report of 
cases; prizes of £10 and £5 for the best papers read before 
the Society; and one of £5 to the member who has most 
distinguished himeelf in the debates of the session. 

The Library is supplied with weekly, monthly, and quar- 

terly journals of medicine, natural history, and*pbilosophy ; 
it is open to the students daily from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 


Krine’s Cottecr.—The physicians’ assistants, the phy- 
sician-accoucheur’s assistant, the clinical clerks, and the 
honse-surgeon and dressers, are selected by examination 
from among those matriculated students of the College who 
are pupils of the hospital. The College and Hospitai fees, 
in the case of matriculated students, for the three years” 
course of study required by the regulations of the College 
of Physicians, the College of Surgeons, and the Society of 
Apothecaries, amount to £105. Payments for this course 
may be made by one sum of £100 on entrance, or by the 
following instalments: £52 10s. on entrance, £42 at the 
beginning of the second winter session, and £10 10s. at the 
beginning of the third winter session. If the course be 
extended over a longer period than three years, a farther 
sum of £10 10s. will be required for such attendance. Stu- 
dents are recommended to add to the above the fee for 
attendance on the Medical Tutor’s class for one year— 
namely, £3 3s. for the first year subjects, or in the case of 
those preparing for the Preliminary Scientific Examination 
of the University of London, £5 5s. All resident students 
are required to attend the tutor during their first year. 
Rooms are provided within the walls of the College for the 
residence of a limited number of matriculated students. 
Registration fee at hospital, 10s. 6d. 

Scholarships.—Warneford Scholarships: Two of £25 per 
annum, for three years, and one of £25 for two years. 
Science: One of £50 for two years. College Scholarships : 
One of £40 per annum, for two years; one of £30, for one 
year; three of £20, for one year. ‘The Daniell Scholarship 
of the annual value of £20. Sambrooke Registrarships, of 
the annual value of £50 each, and tenable for two years, are 
open to all matriculated students who have filled any one 
of the higher appointments at the hospital, or who have be- 
come Associates. The Leathes Prizes, value £7, and the 
Warneford Prizes, value £40, are given annually amongst 
the matriculated medical students. Class prizes are awarded 
annually for proficiency in the several subjects of Anatomy, 
Physiclogy, Chemistry, Materia Medica, Surgery, Medicine, 
Obstetric Medicine, Botany, Forensic Medicine, Compara- 
tive Anatomy, Pathological Anatomy, Practical Physiology, 
and Practical Chemistry. These consist of books of the 
value of £3 in each subject of examination. Certificates of 
honour are also given. ‘T'wo Medical Clinical Prizes, one of 
£3 for the winter session, and one of £2 for the summer 
session ; and two Surgical Clinical Prizes, of the same value, 
are given. The Todd Medical Clinical Prize consists of a 
bronze medal and books to the value of £44s. The Tanner 
Prize for Obstetric Medicine, value £10, is given annual] 
in July. All students, occasional as well as pe recrm | 
are admitted to contend for the class prizes. 
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Lonrpon Hosrirau.—The government of this College has 
been reconstituted, every cencinen supervised, and a 
secretary appointed to ensure proper discipline and promote 
the general improvement. The department of Anatomy 
has received especial attention ; and Dr. Wilson, late demon- 
strator at Cambridge University, will superintend the teach- 
eT Practical Anatomy. At the Medical College lectures 

be given on all the subjects required by the examining 
boards. For instruction in Mental Diseases, students can 
attend, without further fee, the practice of Dr. John Millar, 
medical superintendent of Bethnal House Asylum, a few 
minutes’ walk from the hospital. Clinical lectures, both 
medical and surgical, will be given every week, and practical 
instruction imparted in all the departments. 

Prizes.—Nine Scholarships to be offered for competition in 
the winter and summer sessions:—Two Entrance Science 
Scholarships awarded at the end of September of the value 
of £60 and £40 respectively. Two Scholarships of £30 and 
£20, to the students who pass in October the best and second- 
best examinations in the subjects required at the Prelimi- 
nary Examinations. A Scholarship, value £20, in Human 
Anatomy, for first-year’s students, to be awarded in April, 
1876. A Scholarship, value £25, in Anatomy, Physiology, 
and Chemistry, for first or second-year students, to be 
awarded at the end of the session. Three Hospital Scholar- 
ships, value £20 each, for Clinical Medicine and Clinical 
Surgery (to be awarded in April), and Clinical Obstetrics (to 
be awarded in June) ; in connexion with the latter a prize 
of £5 will be awarded to the student who has attended most 
Midwifery cases for the hospital during the preceding twelve 
months. The Duckworth Neleon Prize, value £10, for Prac- 
tical Medicine and Surgery (biennial). Money prizes to the 
value of £60 given annually by the House Committee for 
— in dressing out-patients and knowledge of Minor 
Appointments.—Four house-surgeoncies, tenable for three 
or six months, and dresserships to in-patients, open to all. 
Dresserships to out-patients, with the privilege of com- 
peting for the prizes above-mentioned. Senior house- 
vaenstio, tenable for two years, with a salary of £75 

or the first year and £100 the second year. Four house- 
physicianships, tenable for six months. Ten medical 
assistantships, held for three or six months, with residence 
and board in the hospital for three or six weeks. Resident 
accoucheurship, tenable for six months. (N.B. The holders 
of all the resident offices are provided with rooms and board 
free of expense.) A clinical assistant in the medical out- 
patient department, at a salary of £100. Medical registrar, 
salary £100. Surgical registrar, salary £100. Two pro- 
sectors of anatomy, ward clerks, and post-mortem clerks, 
according to merit. 

General fee to lectures and eae practice, 90 guineas, 
in one sum, or 100 guineas payable in three instalments of 
40, 35, and 25 guineas at the commencement of the first, 
second, and third years respectively. Library fee, £1 1s. 
Special entries can be made to lectures or practice. 


Sr. Mary’s Hosrrrat.—There are four resident medical 
Officers, three of whom are appointed for twelve months, 
and one, the obstetric officer, for six months, who board free 
of expense in the hospital. These appointments are awarded 
after competition, without additional fee. A resident regis- 
trar is also appointed from amongst the students, with a 
salary of £100 a year and dispensary fees, who resides free 
of expense in the hospital. In addition to the above, a 
demonstrator of anutomy is appointed annually with a salary 
of £100 a year; and the medical tutor in like manner, with 
a salary of £100 a year. Both these officers are eligible for 
re-election. 

All general students are required to perform the duties of 
clinical clerks and dressers during the last two years of 
their curriculum. Students of the third year are also ap- 
pointed to assist the physicians and surgeons in charge of 
the out-patients. 

The Library is partly maintained by an annual grant 
from the school, and each student on entering is required to 

y a fee of one guinea. There is a Hospital Medical 

ety, which meets regularly during the winter session. 

A Maternity Department is attached to the hospital. 
There are special departments for Diseases of the Eye, the 
Ear, the Skin, and the Throat, in which clinical demonstra- 








tions are constantly given by the physicians and surgeons 
in charge of them. 

Scholarships, Prizes, {c.—Three Scholarships in Natural 
Science, each tenable for three years, and of the value of 
£60 the first year, £40 the second, and £20 the third year, 
and an Exhibition in Natural Science of the value of £20, 
tenable for one year. One of the scholarships and the ex- 
hibition are awarded immediately before the commencement 
of each winter session, by open competitive examination. 
Two Extra Scholarships will also be awarded by open com- 
petitive examination in October, 1876: one in Natural 
Science, tenable for three years, of the value of £60 the first 
year, £25 the second, and £15 the third; the other in 
Classics and Mathematics, tenable for one year, and of the 
value of £35. A Scholarship in Anatomy of the annual 
value of £20, for students who have completed their second 
winter session; and a Scholarship in Pathology of £20, for 
students who have completed their third winter session. 
Examinations will be held and prizes awarded in the various 
classes of each year at the termination of both the summer 
and winter sessions. Two prosectors are annually ap- 
pointed, who each receive £5 and a certificate for their 
services. 

Students can receive instruction in Vaccination. 

Fee to the hospital practice and lectures, £89 5s. in in- 
stalments, or £84 in one sum; perpetual, £105 in instal- 
ments, or £99 15s. in one sum. Fee tothe hospital practice 
and lectures required for the examination in Dental Surgery 
by the College of Surgeons, £52 10s. Special entries can be 
made to courses of lectures or periods of hospital practice. 
There is no fee for registration. 

The Demonstrator of Anatomy receives into his house a 
limited number of students to board and lodge, whom in 
addition he assists in preparing for their examinations. 
Practitioners in the neighbourhood also receive pupils to 
reside with them. 





Mrppiesex Hosprrau.—There is a special Cancer De- 
partment, affording accommodation for 33 in-patients, 
whose period of residence in the hospital is unlimited. 
Special attention is bestowed on the clinical instruction of 
the students both in the wards and out-patient rooms. 
Classes, open to all the students, are held for practical in- 
struction in the microscopic examination of healthy and 
diseased tissues, and also in the application of bandages 
and other surgical apparatus. Students are allowed to take 
out to read at their own homes the books from the large 
and carefully selected medical library of the school. Two 
Entrance Scholarships, of the anova! value of £25 and £20, 
and tenable for two years, are offered for competition at 
the commencement of the winter session. Two Broderip 
Scholarships, of the annual value of £30 and £20, tenable 
for two years, and two clinical prizes (value six and four 
guineas respectively) are annually awarded to those students 
who pass the best examination at the bedside and the post- 
mortem room. The Murray medal and Scholarship, in 
memory of the late Dr. John Murray, have been founded in 
connexion with the University of Aberdeen, and will be 
awarded every third year to a student of this hospital. 
The Governors’ Prize of twenty guineas is also awarded 
annually to the student who shal! most distinguish himeelf 
during his three years’ curriculum. Valuable class prizes 
are also given, and eight resident clinical appointments are 
annually awarded, after competitive examination, to students 
who have completed their education, and complied with the 
regulations of the school. The officers thus appointed reside 
and board in the hoepital free of expense. The College 
tutor assists all general students, especially those who are 
preparing for examination, free of charge; and his in- 
struction is arranged with a view to avoid the necessity of 
students obtaining any private tuition, apart from that of 
the Medical School. The fee for attendance on the hos- 
pital practice and lectures required by the Colleges of 
Physicians and Surgeons and by the Society of Apothecaries 
is £90, which may be paid by instalments. 

The clinical clerk and dresser of the pbysician and sur- 
geon of the week dine at the board-room table, free of 
charge, with the view of their being constantly in the hos- 
pital to assist the resident physician’s assistant and house- 
surgeon in case of need, and to have the opportunity of 
seeing the fresh cases. A limited number of general students 
are also allowed to dine at the board-room table. The paid 
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offices of medical registrar, surgical registrar, resident 
medical officer, and demonstrator of anatomy are open to 
qualified men as they become vacant. All clinical clerkships 
and dresserships are awarded without fee. 


Sr. THomas’s Hosprra..—Prizes and Appointments for the 
year 1876-77.—For First- year’s Students: Two Scholarships, 
of the value of £60 and £40, will be awarded during the 
first week in October, after an examination in Physics, 
Chemistry, Botany, and Zoology; the William Tite Scholar- 
ship, founded by Sir William Tite, F.R.S., the proceeds of 
£1000 Consols, tenable for three years; also prizes of £20 
and £10; summer, £15, £10, and £5. For Second-year’s 
Students: the College scholarship of 40 guineas, and the 
Musgrove Scholarship, founded by Sir John Musgrove, 
Bart., the President of the Hospital, and endowed with 
£1400 Consols, producing 40 guineas per annum, are 
awarded biennially to the student who shall take the high-

Prize of £5. Clinical clerks and dressers are selected ac- 
cording to merit. The Grainger Testimonial Prize of £20, 
awarded biennially to third or fourth year’s students, for 
the best Physiological Essay, to be illustrated by prepara- 
tions and dissections; the Cheselden Medal, for Surgery 
and Sargical Anatomy ; and the Mead Medal, founded by 
Mr. and Mrs. Newman Smith, are awarded annually to 
fourth-year’s students in respect of a special practical 
examination in Medicine. The Solly Medal, with a prize 
of at least 10 guineas, will be awarded at the end of the 
session to a student of the third, fourth, fifth, or sixth 
year, for the best Report of Surgical Cases. The Treasurer’s 
Gold Medal, for general proficiency and good conduct is 
awarded annually to a fourth-year’s student. The house- 
physicians, house-surgeons, and resident accoucheur are 
chosen, from gentlemen who have obtained their professional 
diplomas, according to merit, and, with the dressers, are 
provided with rooms and commons. Two hospital registrars, 
at £40 per annum each, will be selected from gentlemen 
distinguished for merit.

Entrance Ezhibitions.—Three Entrance Exhibitions, of the 
respective values of £30, £20, and £10 per annum, tenable 
for two years, are annually awarded, upon examination by 
printed papers, to gentlemen who are about to commence 
their first winter’s attendance in a medical school. The 
subjects of the examinations are— Classics, Elementary 
Mathematics, Natural Philosophy, and either French or 
German at the option of the candidate. The next examina- 
tion will take place at the College on September 28th and 
29th. Notice of intention to compete, with a statement of 
the modern language in which the candidate wishes to be 
examined, must be left, addressed to the Secretary, not later 
than 2 p.m. on September 18th, at the office of the College, 
where the regulations and copies of previous examination 
papers may be obtained.

Westminster Hosprrat.—The entry fee to lectures and 
hospital practice required by the Colleges of Physicians and

Rovat Free Hosrrrat, Gray’s-inn-road.—102 beds. 
Physicians: Dr. O’Connor, Dr. Cockle, Dr. Rickards. Sur- 
geons: Mr. Frederick J. Gant, Mr. William Rose. This 
hospital affords large opportunities for obtaining a bed- 
side knowledge of medicine and surgery, also for the 
study of morbid anatomy.

Rovat Inrrrmary, Epinsurcu.—Beds are set apart for 
clinical instruction by the professors of the University of 
Edinburgh. Courses of Clinical Medicine and Surgery are 
also given by the ordinary physicians and surgeons. Special 
instruction is given in the medical department on Diseases 
of Women, Physical Diagnosis, &c., and in the surgical 
department on Diseases of the Eye. Separate wards are 
devoted to fever, venereal diseases, diseases of women, 
diseases of the eye, also to cases of incidental delirium or 
insanity. Post-mortem examinations are conducted in the 
Anatomical Theatre by the Pathologist, who also gives 
ae instraction in Pathological Anatomy and Histo- 
ogy. Hospital tickets: Perpetual in one payment, £10; 
annual, £5 5s.; half-yearly, £3 3s.; quarterly, £1 11s. 6d. 
Separate payments for two years entitle the students to a 
perpetual ticket. No fees are payable for any medical or 
surgical appointment. The subordinate appointments are 
open to all students and junior practitioners holding the 
hospital ticket during the period over which the appoint- 
ment extends. These appointments are as follows :—1. 
Resident physicians and surgeons are appointed, and live 
in the house free of charge. Candidates must be registered 
as legally qualified practitioners.

In accordance with the statutes of the University of 
Edinburgh, any four of the medical classes required for 
graduation, or two complete anni medici, may be attended 
in this school, each of which anni medici may be constituted 
by attendance on two of the six months’ courses, or on one
